in confirmation of the statement made in these col- 
ions last week that construction work on the Panama 
Cenal is proceeding with increased celerity since it was 
»laced under the control of engineer officers of the Army, 
it may be stated that the work could be still further ac- 
cclerated if additional money were available for that 
purpose. It is said that the canal organization is now 
in such thoroughly efficient condition that $8,000,000 in 
uddition to the regular appropriation can be used to 
eood advantage during the current fiscal year, and the 
Chief Engineer of the canal, Lieut. Col. George W. Goet- 
hals, C.E., U.S.A., is quoted as suggesting that it would 
be in the interest of sound economy to proceed along the 
lines of increased expenditure and ask Congress to make 
good the deficiency in the next appropriation for canal 
purposes. It is manifest that the canal appropriation 
for the fiscal year was fixed at the prescribed amount 
only because of the belief that no greater sum could be 
advantageously used, but if, as now appears, an in- 
creased laboring force could be kept at work if the money 
were available, there would probably be little or no ob- 
jection in Congress to the program which Colonel Goet- 
hals has suggested. In a communication to the Secretary 
of War requesting him to prepare an estimate for a de- 
ficiency appropriation of $8,000,000 for canal work dur- 
ing the current fiscal year, Colonel Goethals says: ‘With 
the present organization and the progress which now 
is made, the canal can be completed more rapidly than 
hy restraining expenditure within the appropriations 
which were made at the last session of Congress to con- 
tinue the work until 1908. The work on the locks and 
dams on each terminus has been opened and will be 
pushed vigorously during the year, while very little was 
expended at those places during the fiscal year which 
terminated June 30, 1907. The time of completion of 
the canal appears to depend now upon work at Gatun, 
rather than the work of excavation, which has hitherto 
heen generally taken as the determining feature. The 
progress in this direction has been faster than anticipat- 
ed, and the appropriation made at the last session of 
Congress would not be sufficient to supply the necessary 
plant to begin laying the concrete in the locks and dams 
luring the next fiscal year, although progress already 
made indicates that such a beginning is advisable. In 
order to avoid reducing the force, to keep within the ex- 
penditure already authorized for this fiscal year, the 
chairman of the commission has recommended to the 
Secretary of War that the work be allowed to proceed 
and that Congress be appealed to at its next session to 
make good any deficiency in the funds now available.” 





Apropos of the Georgia disaster and the recent accident 
with a coast defense 6-inch gun, a correspondent sends 
the following data as to the use of metallic cartridges in 
European artillery, gathered from an article by J. Cast- 
ner, in the Revue Internationale for August, 1907, on 
“ Culasses & vis et culasses a coin. Opinions francaises 
et opinions allemandes,” (threaded breech mechanism 
and wedge breech mechanism; French and German opin- 
ions). ‘The German navy, by Imperial Order of April 
28, 1892, adopted its 15 cm. R.F. gun, length 35, which 
fires metallic cartridges. ‘The experiments with these 
date back to 1889. German armorclads of the “Kaiser” 
type have 24 em. guns with metallic cartridges, which 
were constructed in 1894. The German navy has used 
metallic cartridges ever since. To Austria the Krupp 
firm has furnished her 24 cm. R. F. gun, length 40, mod- 
cl 1892-98, and her coast defense 30.5 cm. gun, model 
1896, which both fire metallic cartridges. Austria, it is 
stated, is so well pleased with them, that the metallic 
cartridge was also adopted for their new 12-inch gun. 
The French navy uses metallic cartridges with the screw 
mechanism. It eannot be denied that they have difficul- 
ties with them and with their extraction. But the con- 
stant difficulties with the plastic obturator, the never 
ending attempts to improve it, and the many accidents 


with screw mechanisms and bag cartridges, this writer 
believes, go far to show the inferiority of these contrac- 
tions in comparison with the wedge mechanism and met- 
allic cartridges. Our correspondent adds the opinion that 
all the different safety devices and regulations to make 
the service of guns with screw mechanism and plastic 
obturators are only palliatives and far from being rem- 
edies against the danger to human life. It is interesting 
to note again in this connection, however. the statement 
credited to a British navy officer which we quoted re- 
cently that “We (the English) are well in front of the 
Americans and still further in front of the Germans, 
whose fire is slowed by heavy metal cartridge cases, to 
which they have clung for nearly twenty years, and 
which they are now preparing to abandon.”

Secretary Taft. on the eve of his departure from Wash- 
ington on his trip around the world, granted an interview 
to the Washington correspondent of the Boston Trans- 
script who quotes him in part as follows: “If war were 
declared to-morrow between the United States and a 
foreign power this nation would be better prepared, as 
far as the efficiency of the officers of the Army is con- 
cerned, than at any time in its history. I say this be- 
cause our officers in the Army know more about their 
business than they ever did before. Thev are better 
trained in every practical detail of their work as fighting 
machines. They are better equipped in intelligence and 
efficiency than the officers of any other army in the world. 
The difficulty with our Army is that we have not a suffi- 
cient number of men. We need more enlisted men. We 
have only fifty-five thousand at present, when we ought 
to have sixty-five thousand—the number of Regulars pro- 
vided for by Congress. The American private soldier is 
the best in the world, but we have not enough of him. 
It has been said that in times of peace we can do with- 
out so many soldiers, and that should war break out we 
could quickly raise a volunteer force that would be thor- 
oughly effective. Those who say this contend that after 
the Civil War, when the veterans of the Union Army 
marched down Pennsylvania avenue, they proved what 
we could do with a volunteer force. But that does not 
prove the argument. A great army cannot be. raised. 
equipped and trained over night. The Union Armies 
comprised the best fighting force ever organized in any 
country. They were inured to hardships and the fire of 
the enemy. But they became so only after long experi- 
ence. During the first few months of the war they 
were quite different. We can raise a volunteer army, 
but it takes time. In the meantime we should recruit 
our regular Army to the maximum. Conditions in the 
Army should be made more satisfactory in order to at- 
tract men to enlist, whether by higher pay or other- 
wise.”

Much valuable time is consumed by a commanding 
officer of a vessel of the fleet in selecting tentative gun- 
pointers from the enlisted personnel of his ship, and with 
a view to assisting commanding officers in this respect the 
Superintendent of the Naval Training Service, Capt. A. 
C. Dillingham, U.S.N., has directed that the inspector of 
target practice at each training station report to the com- 
mandant of his station the names of those apprentice 
seamen who come under his observation, who show, on 
the rifle ranges, a natural keenness for shooting, and who 
apparently possess the qualifications for an efficient gun- 
pointer, such as good eye-sight, nerve, and a cool, unex- 
citable disposition. Expert rifie shots may be expected 
to develop, under training, expertness with great guns, 
and as the sole duty of a gun-pointer is to point the gun, 
and he is selected regardless of his rating, general knowl- 
edge, or executive ability, excellent results are expected 
from this method of aiding in the selecting of gun-point- 
ers. The name of each apprentice seaman who possesses 
these natural qualifications is reported to the commandant 
of the training station, who, in turn, appends a memoran- 
dum to the enlistment record of such apprentice seaman, 
giving this information, which goes with the man when 
he is transferred to a vessel of the fleet. Thus it will 
be seen that by this method commanding officers are in 
receipt of valuable information concerning a man who is 
received aboard vessels of the fleet. All apprentice sea- 
men qualify through “B” of the Firing Regulations, and 
many men qualify as sharpshooters and marksmen,

Another indication of the complex and difficult task 
assigned to the Army of Cuban Pacification appears in 
the detail of four lieutenants of the Army and two of the 
Marine Corps for duty with the Cuban Claims Commis- 
sion. Following are the names of the officers: James W. 
Furlow, 11th Inf.; Joseph K. Partello, 5th Inf.; Verne 
La S. Rockwell, 11th Cav.; Charles S. Donavin, 27th 
Inf.; and John E. Semmes and Charles F. B. Price, 
both of the Marine Corps. ‘These officers, all of whom 
speak Spanish, accompanied by officers of the armed 
forces of Cuba, will investigate the thousands of claims 
which have been brought against the Cuban govern- 
ment for damages done by the so-called “constitutional 
army” during the revolution of 1906, and it will take 
several months of diligent effort to complete the work. 
The settlement of these claims on terms insuring fair 
play to both public and private interests is a matter of 
such importance that the authorities are wise in arrang- 
ing that all claims shall be passed upon by capable Ameri- 
can officers who will see that justice is done to all parties. 
The findings of such investigators will, we believe, be 
more readily accepted by the persons interested than 
would the findings of native officials. There is so much 
distrust. jealousy and suspicion among the Cubans them- 





selves that they should be thankful that the investigation 
of these claims has been entrusted to American officers, 
thus guaranteeing “a square deal.” 
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After a great deal of benevolent talk about the im- 
portance of an international agreement to place a limit 
on the development of naval armaments, The Hague Con- 
ference on Aug. 17 adopted the following evasive resolu- 
tion presented by Sir Edward Fry in behalf of Great 
Britain : “This Conference confirms the resolution adopted 
by the Conference of 1899 regarding the limitations of 
military burdens, and as military burdens have been con- 
siderably augmented in almost all countries since 1899, it 
declares it is highly desirable to see the Governments 
earnestly resume the study of this question.”’ This resolu- 
tion is meaningless and ineffective, and it is interesting 
only so far as it serves as a manifestation of the timidity 
and distrust which have characterized the proceedings of 
the present Conference. The manner in which it is re- 
ceived in continental Europe is clearly indicated in the 
following from the Berliner Neueste Nachrichten of Ber- 
lin: “So this admirable English resolution remains at 
exactly the same point as the Czar’s exhortations in 1899, 
that is it remains a matter of doctrine. The third Hague 
Conference will perhaps save itself the trouble of seeking 
to cut this Gordian knot. Meanwhile all the Powers will 
continue to arm to the hilt in an intensified degree and 
the next Conference will probably be groaning over the 
cost of air fleets. The conceptions of brotherly love be- 
tween nations yearly become more beautiful. Unfor- 
tunately, however, international economic conflicts in- 
crease in similar proportion.” 








Press reports from Manila state that the American 
hewspapers of that city are criticising what they describe 
as the weakness and leniency of the civil government 
and its indifference to the incendiary utterances of native 
political agitators. The Manila Times says the recent 
elections in the Philippines presented an expression of a 
spirit which, if unchecked, will surely lead to serious con- 
sequences. A cable despatch to the New York Sun in- 
cludes the following:-‘‘Americans in Manila, especially 
the veterans and the military. are incensed at the re- 
peated insults that are offered to the American flag. and 
they have called a mass meeting, headed by a Presby- 
terian minister and by leading lawyers and merchants. 
They purpose to petition the commission for legislation 
that will insure respect for the flag. This movement is 
the outcome of a recent Nationalist celebration, when a 
mob paraded the streets bearing a few tiny American 
flags and 150 large Katipunan (rebel) flags, which they 
flaunted in the face of American ex-soldiers, amid ex- 
cited cries of ‘Independence.’ Afterward they assembled 
in front of the veterans’ hall and played ‘Aguinaldo’s 
March.’ Other parades likewise have been filled with 
Katipunan emblems. The soldiers threaten to resent ac- 
tively these insults if they are continued.”

Statements recently made that machine guns were to 
be transferred to Infantry and Cavalry commands is 
wholly without foundation. Both these arms are now 
provided with Vicker-Maxim machine guns and there is 
no prospect that any change will be urged in regard to 
them. The foundation of the report alluded to is doubt- 
less the fact that the Ordnance Department recently gave 
an order for two hundred more Vickers-Maxim machine 
guns, which are to be provided with special mounts hav- 
ing wide tired wheels suited to running over sand and 
unstable ground. These guns will be given to the Coast 
Artillery to be used in connection with defensive opera- 
tions in the rear of fortifications. The maneuvers of the 


Coast Artillery this summer have been especially 
directed to working out defenses against land- 
ing parties which might undertake a flanking move- 


ment in the rear while the big guns were engaged by 
fire from the ships in front. For such defense the ma- 
chine guns now being made would be a most valuable 
weapon, 
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In view of the conflict of opinions as to the compara- 
tive strength of the United Siates Navy, it is worth 
while to note that Mr. Fred T. Jane, one of England’s 
most capable naval experts, places the American fleet 
next to England’s. In his valuable work. “Fighting 
Ships of 1907,” he says: “The extraordinary high figures 
for United States ships afford food for considerable 
thought, for both in ships with high powered guns or 
impervious to vital injury at long range, the United 
States fleet is superior to any other navy in the world. 
Even by the inclusion of forty-caliber twelve-inch types 
extinct so far as new ships are concerned, the United 
States is an extremely good second, and the corresponding 
lead in invulnerability outside 7,000 yards is considerably 
increased.” 
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The assignment of Brig. Gen. Charles Morton to com- 
mand Fort D. A. Russell, Wyoming, is regarded as signifi- 
cant of a purpose to make that post a brigade post. 
There are now stationed at Russell Troops E and H of 
the Sth Cavalry, Batteries C, D, E and F of the 2d 
Field Artillery, and Companies K, L and M, of the 
11th Infantry. Up to this time there have been but two 
brigade posts ; Fort Leavenworth, with Brig. Gen. Charles 
B. Hall in command; and Fort Riley, with Brig. Gen. 
Edward S. Godfrey in command. Fort Russell is excep- 
tionally well situated for the purposes of a brigade post, 
the climate being all that could be desired and railroad 
facilities excellent, 
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In reckoning up the profit and loss account of “Pacifi- 
cation” in Cuba let a great big mark on the credit side 
be placed to the achievements of the American Army 
women, says a Havana-‘correspondent of the New York 
Evening Pest. Major Kean may nationalize sanitation, 
and Colonel: Crowder ,like another Herculess may clean 
the Augean stables of Havana’s municipal politics and 
federalize the district; but the Army woman has done 
what none of them has done. She has been comfortable 
in Cuba, and, better and beyond that, she has made 
others so. In hot and dusty hotels, in unpromising and 
scrubby houses, she has known how to make her sur- 
roundings attractive and to keep herself cool and fresh 
in her simple, white gowns. From unaccustomed markets 
filled with nondescript and unpalatable-looking wares 
she acquires the material for an admirable meal, and iu 
emergencies appeals to tins and bottles. Under the most 
unfavorable-conditions and through every discomfort she 
maintains her cheerfulness and helps to make life worth 
while for her husband and his friends of the Army.

Capt. Reginald F. Nicholson, U.S.N., who has been 
assigned to the command of the U.S.S. Nebraska, takes 
no stock in the talk of war with Japan, but he points 
out that the lesson of it is that the nation should be kept 
in a state of preparedness. “The Navy,” he is quoted 
as saying in an interview published in the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer, “is ready for business, but there are not 
very many officers in the Navy who want a war. I don’t 
believe there is anything in this talk of trouble, but I 
like to see the country prepared. All these fighting ships 
cost a great deal of money. and many people maintain 
that it could be better spent elsewhere. Under the law, 
you know, every cent of that money must be spent in 
the United States, so I do not see why it should be con- 
sidered lost. The best protection we can have from war 
is the possession of a good navy. We do not want war, 
but we can’t let any other nation trample on us. The 
Navy will be the means of warding off any disposition 
on the part of any foreign power to attempt such a move 
as that.” 
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Four new eight-inch guns for the U.S.S. Colorado 
were shipped from the Washington Gun Foundry on Aug. 
16 to the navy yard at Puget Sound, Bremerton. Two 
of the eight-inch guns of the Colorado burst near Cheefoo, 
China, while the vessel] was at target practice, as we have 
mentioned previously. It is also the intention to replace 
some of the guns on other vessels of the Navy with 
stronger ones, as the occasion offers. The new guns for 
the vessel are hooped to the muzzle to better stand the 
smokeless powder charges. For some time the Bureau of 
Ordnance has been considering the advisability of re- 
placing the old types of gun, which were built before 
1901, when smokeless powder was adopted. Accidents to 
the battleships Iowa and the Colorado convince the officials 
that the old types of gun were not safe when used with 
smokeless powder. It was then decided by the Bureau of 
Mrdnance to replace these guns by late models in the near 
future. The Colorado has been ordered to Bremerton 
for overhauling. 
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Capt. Clarence S. Nettles, U.S.A., Acting Judge Ad- 
voeate, Department of the Colorado, in a recent letter to 
the Adjutant General of the Department, says: “‘Notwith- 
standing the liberality of the Department commander in 
authorizing the employment of stenographic reporters by 
judge advocates of general courts-martial held in the 
Department, this office is in frequent receipt of records 
for review in which the requirements of Paragraph 988, 
Army Regulations. have been neglected, and evidencing 
great carelessness in preparation. This neglect and care- 
jessness retards the speedy administration of justice and 
discipline at these headquarters. It is therefore recom- 
mended that the judge advocates of general courts-martial 
be directed to use, or cause to be used, copyable type- 
writer ribbon or ink in the preparation of all records of 
trials by general courts-martial in the jurisdiction of this 
command; and to withhold the certification of the ac- 
counts. of reporters until the approval of the proceedings 
by the Department commander is received.”

Capt. Bertram E. Snodgrass, of the Philippines Con- 
stabulary, has been officially reprimanded by General 
Gandholtz, Chief of Constabulary, and placed at the foot 
of the list of captains of constabulary, to remain there 
unti] he. shall have lost ten files. It appears that during 
the recent operations against the pulajanes in the Island 
of Leyte he failed to keep faith with Major George 
Bell, jx., 1st U.S. Inf., in an important movement against 
the enemy. It is stated that he received information re- 
gvrding the pulajanes. which he should have transmitted 
to Major Bell, but that instead of doing so he set out on 
his own account, with the result that his command was 
almost everwhelmed. Captain Snodgrass and one of his 
men were badiy wounded. His work seriously disarranged 
the plans of the military commander and might have de- 
feated the whole purpose of the campaign. 
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Major William C. Brown, 3d U.S. Cav., is credited 
with some remarkable work in target practice at Camp 
Stotsenberg. Philippines Division, on the night of June 7. 
The Manila American states that a lighted candle was 
piaced before the bull’s-eve of a target at 1,000 yards 
range,.the cross hairs of the globe sight wert illuminated 
by a light-string and forty shots were fired from a firing 
stand, with the result that thirty-three shots struck the 
target as follows: Fourteen 5-s., ten 4-s., eight 3-s., one 
2 and seven misses, being a score of 68 and a percentage 
of 825. The rifle used was a regulation Springfield. 
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The Journal of the Military Service Institution for 
September contains, among other timely articles, “Our

The Coast Artillery companies at Fort H. G. Wright, 
N.Y., have been doing some fine target shooting with 
heav’ artillery at moving targets at some 8,000 yards, 
the targets being repeatedly smashed to pieces. The re- 
sult of the shots was sent to the fort by wireless tele- 
graph from the tow boat. 





RAPIDITY OF FIRE. 
To THE EviTor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL: 

The usual number of anonymous “experts” have rushed 
into print with a variety of opinions in connection with 
the unfortunate accident on board the battleship Georgia. 
1 do not propose to discuss any of these opinions which 
have any bearing whatever upon the official conclusions 
that have been reached in this matter; but quite apart 
from .this or any other accident, certain officers who are 
“deemed to be specially equipped with knowledge on this 
subject.” but whose retiring modesty forbids their re- 
vealing their identity. have given us the benefit of their 
special equipment in the form of certain opinions con- 
cerning the rapidity of fire of naval guns. in general. 
This important subject may of course be discussed with 
perfect propriety in so far as. regards its general appli- 
cation to all gun fire, and this discussion appears to me 
not only desirable but necessary in the case of certain 
views hereinafter specified that are intimately associated 
with naval efficieticy. 

In connection with the opinions in question, it will 
at once be admitted that an officer may be “specially 
equipped with knowledge” of a subject, and at the same 
time so poorly equipped in certain other essential respects 
us to draw quite erroneous conclusions. For example, 
one of the “experts” in question expresses the follow- 
ing opinions: (1) “It is highly improbable that a ship 
in battle will fire at anything like the speed which our 
Navy now seeks to maintain in what is now called ‘rec- 
ord target practice,’ ”’ and (2) “One deterrent from such 
rapidity would be the fact that the magazines would be 
emptied in such short time, with a chance that they might 
be emptied before the battle is done.” 

These opinions are truly extraordinary, not to say dis- 
heartening, at this stage of the game. Five or six years 
ago they were quite common, but since that time most 
cfiicers who then went on record to the effect that “a 
slow and deliberate fire is what is required in battle,” 
have been busy ever since trying to explain that what 
they really meant was that rapidity of hitting is the 
object to be attained. 

One would naturally suppose that no argument would 
be necessary to prove that success must depend upon 
superior rapidity of hitting, and while this is true as 
concerns the veriest landsman who had no previous ideas 
on the subject. it is unfortunately not true as concerns 
certain types of naval brains, which “crystallize” in early 
youth and preserve therein, like flies in amber, the opin- 
ions current at the time; and while it is of course a hope- 
less task to try to eradicate such opinions from the 
Navy (except through the action of the “plucking 
board”), it may nevertheless be useful to illustrate their 
fallacy, sc that the good citizen who must read as he runs 
niay not be misled by the cheap title of “expert.” 

I am aware that when one tries to explain an almost 
self-evident proposition, there is considerable danger that 
the explanation may be less clear than the original state- 
ment, but I will attempt to avoid this by the use of the 
following illustrations : 

The admiralties of all maritime nations were startled 
by the announcement that Great Britain was about to 
launch a great battleship. the now famous Dreadnought. 
This vessel is small as compared to many ocean liners. 
and it was not her size that created apprehension, but 
the great power of her battery, the fact that she was to 
have a broadside fire of twiee as many (eight) 12-inch 
guns as the ordinary battleship, and that, all other qual- 
ities being equal, she could maintain a rapidity of hit- 
ting twice as great as that of the latter. The Dread- 
nought would therefore as surely defeat an ordinary bat- 
tleship as two bull-dogs, two cats, two field pieces or two 
companies of infantry would defeat one. In fact, the 
relatively sunverior fighting value (rapidity of effective 
hitting) of this ship was so apparent that all maritime 
nations at once began to build similar ships. 

We are now building battleships having a broadside 
fire 25 per cent. greater than that of the British ‘“mon- 
ster.” or ten 12-inch guns. Consequently. if protection 
and all other material qualities are equal, these ships 
can defeat the Dreadnought, providing their gunnery 
training is such that they can make as many hits per 
gun per minute. If, however, the Dreadnought equals 
in battle the score she made the other day with four of 
her 12-inch guns (as reported by the Boston Transcript), 
namely, eleven hits out of twelve shots in two and a 
half minutes, or over one hit per gun per minute. and 
our suverior ship is deliberately trained (in accordance 
with the anonymous advice of those specially equipped 
with knowledge on the subject) to fire her guns with one 
half the rapidity of the Dreadnought’s guns. it follows 
that. though our ship has twenty-five per cent. more 
broadside fire. she will receive sixty ver cent. more hits 
per minute than her antagonist: and this relative pro- 
portion to hits will be maintained at all ranges, from 
those at which practically one hundred per cent. of hits 
can be made to those at which the unavoidable errors 
of gun fire at sea will permit but a small percentage. 

Of course. at the above rate of fire, the Dreadnought’s 
allowance of ammunition will be the first to be expended, 
provided each ship carries the same number of rounds 
per gun. Assuming this number to be eighty rounds 
per gun, it follows that the Dreadnought’s magazines 
would be emptied in eighty minutes, while our ship could 
maintain her rate of fire for one hundred and sixty min- 
utes: but there is nothing disquieting in this, except for 
our ship, provided the sole object of naval gun fire be 
clearly recognized, namely, to land against the hull of 
the enemy a sufficient number of shots of large caliber 
to destroy or disable him, or silence his guns before he 
can Jand an equal number on your ship. 

Now, the history of all naval battles shows (and this 
has been fully confirmed by experimental firing) that the 
destructive effect of heavy shell (12-in.) is so great that 
comparatively few hits (certainly much less than eighty) 
would be required to injure very seriously. and proba- 
bly completely disable, an enemy’s ship. This number 
will of course depend somewhat upon the luck you have 
in landing your hits in vital spots. For example, a hit 
on the barbette of a turret may do little damage, where- 
as if it should strike a few feet higher it might readily 
disable both guns of a turret. But, whatever the actual 
number reguired, the principle can be illustrated by as- 
suming that a certain number of hits, say twenty-four, 
will suffice to put an enemy hors de combat. If it is true, 
it necessarily follows that the successful ship will be the 
one that is the first to get in its twenty-four hits. 

In the example given above (where the range is short 
enough to permit about one hundred per cent. of hits on 
a small target), the Dreadnought will hit our ship twen- 
ty-four times in three minutes, while she would receive 
but fifteen hits in the same space of time, notwithstand- 
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ing the greater broadside fire of our ship. Similarly, j; 
the range were such that but fifty per cent. of hits could 
be made, say 6,000 yards, it would take twice as many 
shots, and therefore twice as long to make them; bu: 
the result would be the same—defeat for our ship.’ De- 
feat would be equally certain at all ranges up to that 
at which the number of hits that could be made by firing 
the entire allowance (eighty rounds per gun) would equa! 
the number (twenty-four) required to produce decisive 
results. Thus, twenty-four being thirty per cent. of 
eighty. it follows that, considering the above conditions 
alone, the outside battle range would be that at whic h 
about thirty per cent. of hits could be made. 

The above is a bare statement of the general princi- 
ples, and takes no account of the fact that a superior 
rapidity of hitting will naturally result in your enemy 
receiving the first material damage; which is a matte: 
of the greatest importance, because if, for example, yo 
first succeed in disabling one of his heavy turrets, ther 
by diminishing his rate of hitting, your chances of dis 
abling a second are greatly increased—the principle |, 
ing that the disablement of his battery, if begun whil. 
your guns are still intact, will tend to proceed in arit| 
metical ratio. Nor does the general principle above jy 
dicated take into account the equally important and o}) 
vious fact that the greater the rapidity of accurate fir 
the greater the facility of fire control and, consequent!:. 
the greater the percentage of hits that can be made, 

The above explanation will, I believe, show that. wit! 
out any “special equipment,” but simply by the patie; 
rar apes of a little common sense, we may safely conclud: 
that: ‘ 

1. The greater the rapidity of accurate fire in battic. 
the better your control, the greater will be your perce: 
tage of hits, the greater are your chances of disabling you : 
enemy, and the better are your chances of escaping dan 
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2. The shots that count most are those that hit th 
enemy before he hits you. They may decide the faiv 
of the nation, whereas the ammunition that remains ji) 
your megazines after you are defeated is worth only 
about fifty cents a pound. 

3. The sooner a ship’s magazines can be emptied 
against an enemy, the greater is her fighting efficiency, 
provided the conditions are such as to enable her {& 
make the necessary number of hits—the conditions bein 
the range, the state of the sea, the uniformity of the pov 
der, the accuracy of the pointers, etc. 

4+. If a slow-and-deliberate-fire captain suffers defe: 
through fear of expending his ammunition, the Gover) 
ment should take measures “pour encourager les autres.’ 

It is for the above reasons that all navies are no 
engaged in developing, through improvements in training 
and in gun gear, the utmost possible rapidity of hitting 
both at training practices and at battle practices; ani 
it is discouraging that there should remain in our Navy) 
officers who do not understand these simple reasons, 
though they are based upon the primitive instinct tha: 
impels all antagonists to inflict wounds as rapidly a 
pessible, whether the weapons used be 12-inch guns, 
war-clubs or the fangs of dumb brutes. This is all the 
nore discouraging when it is remembered that, over 
three years ago, Admiral. Taylor authorized. as Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, the publication of an ar 
ticle on “Rapidity of Fire with Turret Guns, ete.,” in 
which it was stated that: 

“The object of all naval training is that each one of 
our ships may be able, when called upon, to defeat an 
equally powerful enemy: and failing that, the Navy fails 
in its duty of preparation for war. 

“The backbone of any navy is the heavy turret guns 
of its battleships. The result of a naval battle will de 
pend ultimately upon their efficiency, as we may reasoni:- 
bly expect that the smaller calibers will be quickly de- 
stroyed. 

“We would not willingly expose four of our ships (o 
the fire of eight similar ships of an equally expert enemy, 
hecause we could not expect success. 

“Similarly, if the rapidity of hitting of our heavy 
guns is but one-half that of an enemy’s, we cannot ex 
pect to win when engaged ship for ship. 

“The President has stated that ‘the only shots that 
count are the shots that hit;’ therefore, unless our guns 
ean hit as fast as similar guns of possible enemies, our 
ships will be always in danger of defeat; and rapidi(; 
of hitting depends necessarily upon rapidity of fire and 
accurate aiming.” 

Assuming that the above statement will be accepte: 
by all those who have any knowledge of the conditions 
of naval warfare, it need only be stated that in order to 
accomplish the desired result, we must practise with real 
guns loaded with battle charges. An accident due to a 
eause that could not be foreseen is bad enough in time 
of peace, but it would be worse if it occurred-in the line 
of battle, when great issues might depend upon success. 
We may easily avoid all danger by always firing very 
slowly and using reduced charges of powder, but a per 
sonnel trained in this manner cannot win battles. There 
is no.mystery or theory about this statement. Ever 
American school boy knows that it is false training to 
use a soft baseball in practising for a match game.

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THE NAVY UNIFORM. 


The news that a board has been appointed by the Navy 
Department to consider changes in the uniform of the en- 
jisted men of the Navy has been received with acclama- 
tion by the enlisted personnel, writes a Navy correspond- 
ent. It is hoped that the yniform now worn by chief 
petty officers will also. receive attention ; that a more mili- 
tary uniform will be adopted which will avoid the mis- 
taking of chief petty officers for street-car employees, and 
municipal servants ashore, and at the same time will dis- 


+ tinguish these petty officers from. those of inferior rating. 


When the new uniform is adopted, if Congress would en- 
act a law, protecting the uniform of the military from 
jmitation, much might be accomplished toward securing 
that respect for the uniform to which it is justly entitled. 


. Civilians wearing uniforms identical, in the eyes of the 


layman. with those worn by the Regular military estab- 
lishment. commit indiscretions in public and the military 
ts the blame for this misconduct. : 

It is gratifying to observe that the question of changing 
and improving the uniform of the enlisted men of the 
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Navy is receiving much consideration in the editorial col- 
umns of the daily press. Noting the suggestion that the 
uniform of the bluejackets should be patterned after that 
of the marines, and that a board of Navy officers has been 
appointed to consider the question of changes, the New 
Orleans Picayune remarks: “It is to be hoped that this 
special board will have the good sense to reject the notion 
that sailors should be garbed as soldiers and that the form 
of uniform in use in every navy of the world should be 
discarded in our Service merely to gratify the whims of a 


& lot of young men recruited from the Western plaigs. If 


we should be guilty of garbing our enlisted men of the 
Navy in soldiers’ or non-descript clothing we would 
promptly become the laughing stock of the world. That 
the uniform of the enlisted men of the Navy is susceptible 
of some improvement there is no doubt, but the improve- 
went should be along nautical lines. Thus our form of 
fat-top cap is inferior to either the British. French or 
German. Our sailor blouses do not fit as well as is the 
rule in some other services, and our sailor uniform gen- 
erally is less neat than that of either the British or Ger- 


» man navies.” 


With regard to the question of change in the uniform 
of the enlisted men of the Navy. a pertinent word is 
spoken by Comdr. Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., in his val- 
uable essay on “The Naval Profession,” to the publication 
yf which, in the Preceedings of the Naval Institute, we 
, already alluded. As for the “beauty” of the pres- 
ent bluejacket’s uniform, of which much is said, Com- 
mander Fiske holds that that pretense is effectually re- 
futed by the fact that no man wears a sailor's suit nowa- 
days unless he is compelled to do so. ‘‘Why,” asks Com- 
mander Fiske, “why do our men have to wear such ex- 
traordinary inexpressibles? Why do those inexpressibles 
open across the abdomen, a fashion discarded by other 
men more than a generation ago? Why is. the only, sur- 
vival of this ridiculous custom to be found in navies? Is 
any useful purpose served? Why not have a simple uni- 
form, loose enough for free movement, but not slouchy? 
Why not have a simpie cap or visor, such as men wear 
in so many kinds of out-door employment? Why not have 
a shirt with a sensible collar? Why have such enormous 
neekerchiefs? Why have a knife lanyard? Why not let 
the men wear trousers like other men? Certainly the 
present garb has not even the merit of being cheap. The 
uniform of the soldier, or mariner. is just as cheap, if 
not a little cheaper. And there must be something about 
the present garb that tempts the men to get out of uni- 
form. In a certain ship, in a certain length of time. 
twenty-five bluejackets were reported as out of uniform, 
but not one marine. The ratio of bluejackets to marines 
is about seven to one; so one might expect seven times 
as many bluejackets to be out of uniform as marines. but 
no more. And it is a matter.of common knowledge that, 
in every ship, bluejackets are constantly reported for be- 
ing out of uniform, but very rarely a marine. May one 
not conclude that the marine’s uniform is better adapted 
to his work than the bluejacket’s is to his work? So may 
not the fauit be a little ours, and not entirely the blue- 
jacket’s? Certainly it is worth thinking about. Perhaps 
2 uniform more adapted to modern man-of-war conditions 
would remove many causes of discomfort on board ship, 
and enable officers to devote to other purposes the time 
they now spend in measuring eollars. In regard to shore- 
going, it is well known that the uniform of the seaman 
does him no good when he goes ashore, but a lot of harm. 
It is a hard fact that the most exemplary man in sailor 
clothes is suspected on shore, and is not welcomed except 
hy saloonkeepers. He would be happier if he went ashore 
in a uniform less identified in the mind of the people with 
great bravery at sea and great drunkenness on shore. 
The writer proposes a plain blue or white cap, with an 
anchor in front; a loose blue or white shirt, with a turn- 
down collar, buttoned to the throat with small navy but- 
tcns; a plain black necktie, no knife lanyard, and plain 
blue or white trousers of ordinary cut, except that there 
would be a lacing behind, to permit the trousers to be 
worn without suspenders. and yet to fit well around the 
bedy. The present rating badges and other designations 
would afford sufficient decoration for good taste. He 
also proposes that the messman branch wear a distinctive 
uniform, because they form a distinctive class. The pres- 
ent uniform of stewards and cooks seems excellently 
adapted to their work. and, witk small modifications, 
would be good for mess attendants too.” 


TESTS OF HIGH EXPLOSIVES. 

Taken in eonnection with the recent tests at Sandy 
Hook with high explosives, consisting of picrate of am- 
monia, and the breaking of Krupp armor plates with 
impact shots at angles of 45 and 20 degrees, the experi- 
nents conducted by the Ordnance Board of the Army to 
(letermine the degree of safety to the gun detachment in 
working guns using picric shells are of especial interest. 
It has been claimed by some o. our foremost ordnance 
authorities that picrie could not be used either in land 
cr sea fighting because of its instability and its sensitive- 
ness. The experiments by the Army ordnance officers 
seem to support the claim that has been made that the 
Japanese suffered as few casualties from premature dis- 
charge of pieric or Shimose shells in both their artillery 
operations and in the big battles of Aug. 10 at Port 
Arthur and in the Tshushima Straits as could be ex- 
pected with any explosive used in modern gunnery, such, 
for instance, as smokeless powder. It is true that the 
Japanese devised fuses by which they were able to de- 
tonate their explosive when a shell hit a spar or rope, 
and even when the shells struck the water, the Jatter in 
a number of cases doing extensive damage to the Rus- 
sian ships, 

In the tests by the Ordnance Department officers, the 
shell containing 11.5 ounces of explosive D, with de- 
touating fuge, was fired with service charge from field 





gun No. 12, model of 1902, and short-delay primer in 
the fuse to cause a premature burst. The first high-ex- 
plosive shell detonated about eight inches from its seat 
in the bore. It enlarged the bore about half an inch at 
the place of burst and bulged the outside of jacket, ren- 
dering the gun unfit for service, but not producing frag- 
ments to endanger cannoneers. The maximum chamber 
pressure was increased from about 26,500 to 40,500 
pounds per square inch. The second shell detonated near 
the first (about four inches from its seat), producing 
51,800 pounds maximum pressure. The greater portion 
of the jacket was thrown off, upward, in one piece, fall- 
ing about 150 feet away. The tube was split under the 
jacket and the breechblock thrown directly to the rear. 
A third shell was detonated at rest in the chase of the 
gun, which had remained intact. This carried away the 
walls opposite the place of burst in fragments, which 
were thrown in directions perpendicular to the axis of 
the gun. Some of these fragments penetrated a box of 
fixed ammunition containing high explosive shell placed 
in position for the purpose. Two of the charges were 
considerably damaged, but none was exploded. The re- 
sults indicate the probability that the gun detachment 
would not be greatly endangered by the bursting of the 
shell in the bore of gun in service, should a premature 
burst occur; also that high explosive ammunition in the 
ammunition chest used for serving the piece would not 
be exploded. 

The Ordnance Board also made a test of the com- 
parative trajectory of field shrapnel and the high ex- 
plosive shell. Comparative firings for range with the 
shrapnel - (dg. 75-2-4), and the high explosive shell (dg. 
75-2-14), show that this shell has a higher ballistic value 
than the shrapnel, giving longer ranges than the shrap- 
nel for the same setting of the time fuze. In order to 
obtain similarity of trajectories it will be necessary to 
revise the design of the shell. 


POWDER TESTS. 

Comparative erosion tests were made recently at 
Springfield Armory of two samples of powder, cartridges 
loaded for 2,700 feet per second muzzle velocity; pyro- 
cellulose sample No. 7, and regular 30 caliber composition 
No. 11 (nitroglycerin). The velocity obtained with both 
powders at the beginning of the test was very low, but 
that may be partially accounted for by the fact that the 
firing was made immediately after the receipt of the pow- 
der, when its temperature was considerably lower than 
in the subsequent firings. The pyrocellulose powder 
showed up much better than the nitroglycerin in regard 
to velocity, although the variations were somewhat great- 
er. The star gauging showed that the rifle using the 
ryrocellulose was much less eroded than the one using 
the nitroglycerin powder. It was regretted that the re- 
sults of the accuracy firing did not show any marked 
difference between the two powders. But this may have 
been due to a bulge noticed when the firing had been 
brought up to 2,000 rounds in the rifle using the pyro- 
cellulose powder. 

The test was duplicated with two rifles from which 
were fired cartridges loaded for 2,700 feet per second 
muzzle velocity regular nitroglycerin composition, two 
using a special nitroglycerin powder containing but ten 
per cenit. of nitroglycerin and two others firing pyrocel- 
lulose powder. After 3,500 rounds the tests with both 
the nitroglycerin compositions were discontinued. After 
4,500 rounds the pyrocellulose powder had not apprecia- 
bly eroded the two barrels from which fired. he specia) 
composition showed much less erosive effect than did the 
regular, and if a supply of cartridges had been on hand 
this rifle might have been fired perhaps 500 rounds more. 
At the end of 4,500 rounds with the pyrocellulose powder 
the firings were discontinued, due to lack of ammunition. 
It seems probable that the accuracy-life of a model of 
1903 rifle using pyrocellulose powder loaded for 2,700 
feet per second muzzle velocity will be in the neighbor- 
hood of 8,000 rounds. Due to the excellent results ob- 
tained with this powder it will be adopted for service. 
and as soon as a supply can be obtained the loading of 
model of 1906 cartridges will be commenced. 

For a comparison of the above results with those ob- 
tained from previous firings, an erosion test of the model 
of 1903 rifle, caliber .30, chambered for model of 1906 
ammunition and having grooves deepened for fourteen 
inches from muzzle, was made with 2,600 feet per second 
model -of 1906 ammunition. The erosion after 2,936 
rounds near the the bullet seat was much worse than with 
the pyro powder, and somewhat worse than with the 
nitroglycerin. 
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With reference to newspaper reports to the effeet that 
the practice of hazing has been resumed by the second 
class at the U.S. Naval Academy, Comdr. William S. 
Benson, U.S.N., Commandant of Midshipmen at the in- 
stitution, is credited by the Baltimore American with the 
following statement: “Of course it could not be said posi- 
tively that no isolated incident of the sort had not taken 
place, but I am satisfied that the class as a body is not 
only not participating in hazing, but that it is opposed 
to it. I have been assured of this by the leading mem- 
bers of the. second class—young men in whom I have 
entire confidence—and I have also been assured of it by 
members of the fourth class. In one or two cases cir- 
cumstances which had a somewhat suspicious appearance 
were reported to members of the Department of Disci- 
pline, but after interviewing both the upper and lower 
classmen concerned, they were satisfactorily explained in 
a manner which made collusion impossible. The matter 
of the relay pie-eating contest, which was an incident of 
the alleged new hazing, was thoroughly investigated. It 
was found that there was such a form of diversion, but it 
was shown clearly that it was aot done by fourth class- 
men under compulsion, which would have made it hazing, 
but that members of both classes indulged in it as a form 
of amusement.” 
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Naval guns are to be used for coast defense. There 
are not available at present at the places where they are 
needed a sufficient number of high power guns of the 
coast defense type to carry out the plans of the joint 
defense. and of the fortifications board as well, for the 
completion of the coast defense scheme in the United 
States and insular possessions, As. the Army Ordnance 
Bureau is not able to supply the guns, it has fallen upon 
the Navy to undertake the coast defense at Olongapo in 
the Philippines and at Guantanamo Naval Station in 
Cuba, both important points. Naval guns and mounts 
are not particularly well adapted for use in fortifications, 
but the naval officers have contrived to mount the guns 
of this type so a8 to make them very effective weapons 
of defense, until they are replaced by the highly developed 
disappearing guns, When the Army engineers undertook 


to carry out the plans of the War Department for the 
defense of Olongapo on Subig bay, attention was directed 
to the 6-inch naval guns at the Cavite Navy Yard. The 
Navy Department assented to the Army’s application for 
the temporary use of these guns, and recently ten of 
them have been sent to Olongapo. At that place they 
will be mounted, as were a lot of naval guns at the 
Guantanamo Naval Station, Cuba. 





Orders have been issued to detach Rear Admiral 
Charles H. Davis from command of the second division 
of the Atlantic Fleet, and on Aug. 28 he will be placed 
on the retired list. Admiral Davis will be succeeded in 
command of the second division by Rear Admiral 
Thomas, now commander of the third division of the 
Atlantic Fleet. Admiral Thomas will be succeeded by 
Rear Admiral Sperry, now commandant of the Naval 
War College and Navy delegate to the Peace Conference 
at The Hague. Orders have already been cabled to Ad- 
miral Sperry at The Hague to return home. His return 
will leave the conference without a naval delegate on the 
part of the United States. The retirement of Admiral 
Davis will promote Capt. Edwin C. Pendleton, now in 
command of the League Island Navy Yard, to be a rear 
admiral, Comdr. Bradley A. Fiske to be a captain, Lieut. 
Comdr. Emil Theiss to be a commander, and Lieut. J. 
M. Luby to be a lieutenant commander. 


Lieut. Cleyburn McCauley, U.S.M.C., attached to the 
marine recruiting office, Indianapolis, has forwarded a 
communication relating to the recent incident at Logans- 
port, Ind., in which the chief of police of that town at 
tempted to compel the hauling down of the American flag 
from the window of the recruiting office on the ground 
that it was in violation of the city ordinance forbidding 
the display of signs or other devices for advertising pur- 
poses. It appears that a corporal of marines who was in 
charge of the Logansport office successfully defied the 
efforts of the chief of police to have the national emblem 
taken down. Lieutenant McCauley enclosed in his com- 
munication a number of newspaper clippings giving ac- 
courts of the incident, but he makes no extended com- 
— hey it, ascribing it to the ignorance of the police 
official. 





The plans have been completed and bids asked for 
building the new military prison for the Philippine Isl- 
ands, which is to be placed at Fort McKinley. The bids 
will be opened Sept. 10. Four buildings have been pro- 
vided for. The main one is to be 70x171 feet and so 
arranged that there will be at the start fifty cells and 
space where as many more can be made if there should be 
need. One whole end of the building will be open, save 
for bars, in order that there may be plenty of air sweep- 
ing through. There is also to be a dining room 40x111 
feet and an administration building 46x91. The builé- 
ings are to be surrounded by a wall fifteen feet’ high, 
made of concrete with towers at each corner and: decks 
for rapid firing guns at each corner. The buildings are 
to be constructed of reinforced concrete. 
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A paragraph going the rounds of the daily papers in- 
forms us that “Gen. A. W. Greeley [Greely], recently as- 
signed to Vancouver, is the first soldier of the two million 
who served in the Civil War to attain the rank of ma- 
jor general in the Regular Army.” As a matter of fact 
no officer has been promoted to the rank of major general 
in the Regular Army since the Civil War who did not 
serve in that war except recent appointees who were too 
young to have done so. If by “soldier” is meant enlist- 
ed man it may be as well to call attention to the fact 
that two of the lieutenant-generals of the Regular Army 
promoted from major general, not to speak of major 
generals, served in the Civil War as private soldiers— 
Generals Young and Chaffee. 
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Rear Admiral Brownson, acting secretary of the Navy, 
left Washington Aug. 22 for a vacation which may be 
prolonged several weeks. He first went to New York, 
from which place he will visit the President at Oyster 
Bay, there being a number of naval matters he wants 
tc talk over with the chief executive. If the pressure 
of public business does not intervene, the Admiral expects 
to make a brief trip to the Rocky Mountain region in 
company with a friend, having been on duty almost con- 
tinuously at Washington as head of the Bureau of Nav- 
igation since his return from sea service. 
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The naval surgeons on duty at Guam have perfected 
the plan for the segregation of more than a hundred per- 
sons afflicted with leprosy and gangosa. It will be nec- 
essary to obtain funds for the purchase of land and the 
construciion of houses for the isolation of these patients, 
whose liberty at present is a menace to the health of the 
ecmmunity. Congress will have to provide the funds and 
probably appropriate an annual sum for the maintenance 
of the camp. The site selected is fertile and the patients 
will be able to raise their own vegetables. 
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Tests of thirty new searchlights, which have been made 
on coast fortifications during the past six months, are 
said to have proven very satisfactory, and the reports re- 
ceived at the War Department indicate that the item 
will materially contribute to the trustworthiness of vy 
gun fire at night. The lights include an arrangement by 
which the searchlights may be directed from a distance. 
The tests which have been held show that this long dis- 
tance control from central stations may be effective and 
accurate, and represent an important development in the 
electrical installation at coast defense forts. 
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‘The recent talk about war with Japan and the frequent 
occurrence of indications that efforts were being made 
by Japanese to get information of qur fortifications and 
various military operations have resulted in the discharge 
of over one hundred Japanese carpenters and other me- 
chanies employed at the Olongapo Naval Station. The 
discharge was made by Capt. Uriah R. Harris, command- 
ant, under orders from Washington. Chinese mechanics 
were taken on as far as they could be obtained, to fill 
the vacancies. 
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Coal is being sent to the Philippines steadily this 
summer. There were, a month ago, 30, tons of Poca- 
hontas for the Navy at Cavite, and over 100,000 tons are 
under contract and much of it under headway for the 
islands. This coal is taken to the Philippines principally 
in British bottoms, most of them being tramp steamers 
and a few sailing vessels, 
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ARMY OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


The eighth annual reunion of the Army of the Philip- 
pines was held in Kansas City, Mo., from Aug. 13 to 16 
inclusive. The reunion was called to order by Lieutenant 
General Arthur MacArthur, Commander-in-Chief. After 
an invocation by Rev. Frank Neff, of Kansas City, Mo., 
addresses of welcome were delivered by Mayor -H. M. 
Beardsley, of Kansas City, Mo., and Mayor E. D. Con- 
nell, of Kansas City, Kas., which were responded to by 
Commander-in-Chief MacArthur and Comrade Samuel 
Shively of the Twentieth Kansas Infantry Association. 
A number of changes were made in the by-laws, which in 
brief were as follows: 

Section 15 was amended by striking out the words “of 
$300 per annum,” commencing in the fourth line and 
ending in the fifth line, and instead there were inserted 
the words “to be fixed by the Executive Committee at a 
sum not exceeding sixty per cent. of the gross receipts of 
the office, said percentage to be computed and paid at such 
times as the Executive Committee may appoint.” 

Section 23. This section is a new one, and reads as 
follows : “The Commander-in-Chief may, in his discretion, 
appoint an executive officer for the Philippines, his duties 
and compensation to be prescribed by the Executive Com- 
niittee.” Under the heading of Life Membership, a para- 
graph ‘as amended reads, “That the payment of $25 at 
one time shall entitle the member to life membership, 
without payment of annual dues.” a 

Section 2 of the by-laws was amended by striking out 
the word “ten” in the eleventh line and substituting the 
word “fifteen.” Section 4 of the by-laws was amended 
by striking out the words “cost of same,” occurring in the 
fifth line, and substituting the words “five dollars.” _ 

Snb-division C of Section 13 was amended by striking 
out the word “twenty-five,” occurring in the fourth line, 
and subsiituting therefor the word “thirty.” 

Section & of the by-laws was amended to read as fol- 
lows: “The officers of each local camp shall consist of a 
commander, senior vice-commander, junior vice-command- 
er, adjutant, paymaster, chaplain, officer of the guard, 
guard and bugler; these officers constituting the Executive 
Committee.” ‘

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ROWING MATCHES AT HAMPTON ROADS. 

Crews from U.S. warships at Hampton Roads, Va., 
won two races, and U.S. midshipmen one, out of four 
rowing matches, on Aug. 20, against crews from the 
Swedish warship Fylgia, and in a downpour of rain. 
Too much credit cannot be given the officers and crew of 
the Fylgia, who agreed to enter these races without a 
moment’s hesitation, although they had not been in prac- 
tice, and were not familiar with some of our American 
rowing rules, and their cadets who participated in two 
of the contests were all much younger and less experienced 
than the American midshipmen, who competed against 
them. The summaries of the races follow: 

First race: Between the enlisted men of the battleship 
Louisiana and the Fylgia. Standard twelve-oared row- 
ing cutters, won by the Louisiana crew. Time, fourteen 
minutes and forty seconds. Distance, two miles. 

Second race: Between the crew of the Missouri and the 
Fylgia. Standard twelve-oared racing cutters. Won by 
crew of the Missouri. Time, sixteen minutes and thirty 
seconds. Distance, two miles. 

Third race: Between the midshipmen of the American 
Fleet and the naval cadets of the Fylgia. Won by the 
American midshipmen. Time, seven minutes and twenty- 
two seconds. Distance, one mile. 

Fourth race: Between the American midshipmen and 
the naval cadets of the Fylgia. Won by the Swedish 
naval cadets. ‘Time, seven minutes and forty seconds. 
Distance, one mile.

Upon the conclusion of the final race the winning crews 
of the four contests were signaled to go aboard the 
Fylgia, where Captain Lindberg, commanding that vessel, 
introduced Prince Wilhelm, who, in a few remarks, pre- 
sented to each of the winning crews the cups they had 
won. The crew of the Louisiana were the recipients of 
His Royal Highness’s own cup, while the Missouri crew 
were presented with the cup offered by Mr. W. A. Elken- 
gzren, secretary of the Swedish legation. The winning mid- 
shipmen received the cup offered by Baron de Lagercrantz 
Swedish minister to the United States, while the naval 
cadets of the Fylgia were presented with the cup given 
by Vice-Consul Henning Ferstrom, of Norfolk.

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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, left Washington 
during the week to make the usual summer inspection of 
the arsenals of the eastern part of the country. He will 


occupy about three weeks on the tour, visiting first 
Frankford Arsenal, then Springfield Armory, Watertown 
Arsenal, Watervliet and the other arsenals and depots. 


So far as can be learned, there is no truth in the rumor 
at Fort Leavenworth that there is to be a change in the 
stations of the Thirteenth and Twenty-fourth infantry. 
The story is that the Thirteenth, which is slated to go to 
Leavenworth, is going to West Point and that the Twenty- 
fourth, now ordered to West Point, is going to Leaven- 
worth. 

The 9th U.S. Inf.. from the Philippines arrived at 
San Antonio, Texas, late on Aug. 18, en route to Fort 
Sam Houston, Tex. They remained in their special cars 
until next morning, when they marched to Fort Sam 
Houston. Under command of Col. Edgar B. Robertson, 
the garrison gave the incoming soldiers a rousing wel- 
come as much as the conditions would permit. The en- 
listed men were immediately marched to barracks, which 
they are occupying in the same rotation as did the 26th 
Infantry, which is relieved by ‘he arrival of the 9th. 
Officers of the regiment are temporarily the guests of 
other officers at the post. With the arrival of the 9th 
Fort Sam Houston is again up to its full strength, the 
other troops being the second squadron of the 1st Cav- 
alry and Batteries A and B of the 3d Field Artillery. 

Companies A and B of the Ist Engineers have been 
engaged recently in mounting 12-inch disappearing guns 
at Grande Island, where fortifications have been built 
to protect the entrance to Subig bay.

While a charge of smokeless powder was being ex- 
tracted from a shell at Fort Totten, N.Y., on Aug. 19 
the charge exploded, fatally injuring one man, W. M. 
Black, a private of the 101st Coast Artillery, and seri- 
ously injuring Andrew Arthra and J. Smedza, privates 
of the 82d Company. Black’s eyes were torn from their 
sockets, his skull was fractured and his left foot blown 
off, and it was said at the post hospital that he cannot 
live. Arthra and Smedza were thrown to the ground by 
the force of the explosion. The former has a badly 
lacerated back, while Smedza is wounded in several 
places. There were various theories as to the cause of 
the explosion. Some say the tool with which Black was 
extracting the powder may have struck a substance which 
produced a spark that ignited the powder; others believe 
that the extra heat in handling caused the explosion, and 
still another theory was that spontaneous combustion 
caused it, the powder having deteriorated from long 
storage. * 

At the Rock Island Arsenal recently tests have been 
made with 3.2-inch field carriage converted to long re- 
coil type, and fired twelve rounds in preliminary test 
with excellent results. These carriages are ready for 
shipment to the Sandy Hook Proving Ground for further 
test. 

Satisfactory tests have been made in the U.S. Army in 
bread making by adding a mixture of one pint of malt 
extract to every hundred pounds of flour. Another trial 
is being made by mixing a quantity of sugar with the 
flour. It is found that the men like the bread thus made. 
It will take some time to determine whether the introduc- 
tion of sugar or the malt extract deteriorates the bread in 
any way or deprives it of any of its keeping qualities. 

The important work recently done at the Watervliet 
Arsenal has been in connection with the addition of lever 
handles and compound gear pallets to breech block lock- 
ing devices for ali 10-inch and 12-inch rifles, models of 
1895 and 1900. The arsenal has manufactured thir- 
ty-six 3-inch field rifles, model of 1905, together with 
spare parts, and one loading practice machine fitted to 
receive the service breech mechanism when used in prac- 
tice of a 6-inch R.F. gun, model of 1900. 

The General Staff has before it a new model of a spade 
and pick for sappers and miners. It is all of brass, with 
an adjustable handle of hickory in two sections. The 
blade of the spade and the pick are hinged, with heavy 
joints, making. the tool a very compact and strong one. 
The expense, however, seems to be against such a tool, 
while the same idea worked out in steel would probably 
be somewhat larger and heavier. 

In alluding to the new manual for the Pay Depart- 
ment it was stated that the old manual was only sixty- 
four pages. The manual previous to the present one con- 
sisted of 173 pages. It was the manual for the Pay 
Department published by the War Department in 1896 
that consisted of sixty-four pages. 

Lieut. William C. Miller, 23d U.S. Inf., replying to a 
circular from the War Department asking company com- 
manders for their views aS to why more men do not re- 
enlist, assigns the following reasons: Inadequate pay; 
discriminations against the uniform; absence of the can- 
teen; too frequent changes of station and the large per- 
centage of foreign service ; hardships of practice marches ; 
absence of officers from their commands. What Lieu- 
tenant Miller says about practice marches is of special 
interest. These marches, he declares, are not attractive, 
though all concerned have been enjoined to do what they 
can to make them so. “Last winter,” he goes on to say, 
“our practice marches were taken in the afternoon, thus 
depriving the men of the part of the day that ought to 
belong to them for rest or recreation. except, of course, 
where necessity intervenes; and in case of necessity no 
class of men more willingly surrender their privileges than 
soldiers. Our marches during the past winter were 
made usually in disagreeable weather—ecold or wet or 
both: (once or twice men have returned with frozen 
parts)—the scheme being as a rule to march out from 
the post for six miles and then back again, and this after 
performing all the daily duties which are arranged so as 
to fall in the morning. Besides this, what man is it on 
whom the marches fall? On the extra or special duty 
man? No, not on him. but on the man who performs 
guard duty and all the other things that these extra and 
special duty men escape.” 

The commanding officer of the Manila Ordnance Depot 
has reported to the Ordnance Office of the War Depart- 
ment a curious case brought to his attention from the 
field. A rifle was discovered from which a bullet had 
been fired in a regular way, while a second, with its 
point to the rear, was found lodged in the bore of the 
barrel about eight inches beyond the chamber. It was 
thought by the ordnance officers that this condition had 
arisen from accidental double loading of a cartridge 
ease with two bullets, base to base; experiments were 
accordingly conducted at the Frankford Arsenal, for. the 
purpose of duplicating the condition -reported from 
It was found that if a bullet were inserted in 
the disk of the loading machine in an inverted position 
and the regular loading operation then performed, the 
conditions obtained in the Philippines were practically 
duplicated. That such a condition has been extremely 
rare in the past is evidenced by the fact that of the 
millions of rounds of ammunition fired from the Service 
rifie, but three or four such cases have ever arisen. How- 
ever, as this has happened in a few isolated cases, the 
loading and weighing machines at the Frankford Arsenal 
have been altered so as to make impossible a repetition 
of such an accident. 

Advices received by the War Department from Manila 
state that the court-martial which tried Private William 
Taylor, Co. M, 24th U.S. Inf., at Lloilo, on Oct. 16 last, 
for shooting Lieut. Robert B. Calvert, the commanding 
cfficer of his company, sentenced him to death by hang- 
ing.

The attention of battery commanders is invited by Colonel 
Macomb to the following remarks and suggestions relating to 
horses recently purchased for this regiment and soon to be 
delivered: 

1. After a period of isolation, sufficient to prevent the spread 
of any contagious or infectious disease, the horses will be 
turned over to battery commanders. : 

2. The animals have all been inspected at time of purchase 
by Capt. W. 8S. McNair, Q.M., 6th Field Art., member of the 
purchasnig board. They are gentle and broken to harness, 
but being farm horses are not trained to work under the 
saddle, though all have been ridden. They are not purchased 
as saddle horses, but as light draft, suitable for Artillery. 

8. It is believed that these horses are the best that can be 
obtained under the present system of purchase, and that if 
properly handled now, they will turn out the most satisfac- 
tory horses in the regiment. Some are only four years old 
and their high spirits must not be mistaken for indications of 
viciousness, though vices are apt to develop if the horses are 
improperly handled, especially at first. 

4. Therefore, immediately upon being turned over to bat- 
tery commanders, the utmost care will be taken to have these 
horses handled with gentleness and judgment, and a progres- 
sive coufse of training pursued, gradually accustoming the 
horses to their new surroundings, to the Artillery harness, 
which is new to them, and to the excitement of working with 
a large number of horses and carriages in a battery. 

5. To this end the horses will be placed in the hands of the 
best horseman in each battery, and the training will be done 
under the immediate supervision of an officer. 

6. The horses will be worked with a snaffle and not the 
curb. They will be placed in harness as off swing, and 
trained as draft horses, before being given any saddle work. 
If they do not pull, they will not be struck or threatened 
with the whip, for by so doing they will jump against the col- 
lar, hurt their shoulders, and thereafter be afraid of it. On 
the other hand, if allowed simply to trail along, they will soon 
learn to pull. After showing they are willing to do this, they 
may gradually be given an increased share of the load. They 
should be taught to pull on level ground first, before attempt- 
ing grades. A good way to accomplish this is by setting brakes. 
Spirited horses by being given a task too hard for them can 
easily be made balkers. 

7. After being thoroughly trained for draft, they will be 
trained for saddle purposes. This training should be begun 
on a longe, in order to make the horse handy. He should 
then be given vertical bending lessons, in order to supple the 
jaw and neck, thus securing a good balance and carriage, and 
the usual saddle training can then be carried to such an ex- 
tent as battery commanders desire. 

8. But it must not be lost sight of that the principal requisite 
of an Artillery horse is draft, and saddle qualifications are of 
secondary importance.

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The building plaus for Fort Riley have been in a nebu- 
lous condition for some time, and it was only recently that 
it was decided to complete plans. When this was decided 
upon a board of officers was detailed to look up the mat- 
ter of sites, and for several weeks this board has been 
considering the subject. When Lieut. Col. George Ruh- 
jen, of the Quartermaster General’s office was in the post 
last mouth, the matter was thoroughly “threshed over. 
Since his return to Washington the plans have been set- 
tled upon and last week Captain Whitman, constructing 
quartermaster, was notified that the sites chosen for the 
buildings were approved. The construction of the build- 
ings, forty-six in number, will cost in the neighborhood 
of $850,000. In the Cavalry post provisions have been 
made for four additional sets of non-commissioned staff 
officers’ quarters, a dispensary, two double captain’s quar- 
ters, an assembly hall, one field officer’s quarters, and two 
quarters for officers serving as instructors in the school, 
For officers detailed to attend the school provisions ate 
made for nine double sets of quarters and a bachelor of- 
ficers’ hall. In the Artillery post, sites have been select- 
ed for a band barracks, guard house, two double lieuten- 
ant’s quarters, two field officer's quarters, regimental 
mess, drill hall, dispensary, post exchange, and gymna- 
sium. To house two companies of the Signal Corps, pro- 
visions are made for two captain’s quarters, two double 
lieutenaut’s quarters, one field officer’s quarters, one 
double barracks for two companies, one storehouse and

one store building. For non-commissioned staff officers 
of the Artillery and the Signal Corps, provisions are made 
fer six sets of quarters. Provisions are also made for 
a veterinary hospital in the Artillery garrison. 
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Practice marches of troops have brought up the inter- 
esting question of jurisdiction when it comes to convening 
courts-martial during a march which takes the troops of 
one department into the territory of another department. 
It is considered that the ends of military justice and of 
military discipline would be equally well served whether 
the jurisdiction over the troops for court-martial pur- 
poses were placed in one commander or the other, and the 
suggestion is made that the present regulation might be 
amended to include, among those who are excepted from 
the jurisdiction of the department commander, troops 
temporarily in his department while on a practice march, 
and to provide that, when on such practice mareh in a 
department other than their own, the troops be considered 
for the purpose of military justice to belong still to their 
original department. 
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The Cavalry Board at Fort Riley has a new mess out- 
fit, known as the Stockle-Smith mess outfit, the inven- 
tion of Capt. G. E. Stockle, 8th Cav., and M. E. Smith, 
chief packer of the Philippines Division, which it has 
been directed to report upon. The outfit, which can be 
transported on the back of a mule, is expected to provide 
complete cooking facilities for one hundred men and may 
be subdivided for detachments of lesser strength. Two 
mess boxes contain two boilers and lids, three bake pans, 
four buckets, five kettles, grates, dippers, etc. Two ra- 
tion boxes loaded weigh 253 pounds, but this amount 
would be diminished, of course, from the first day out as 
the rations were used. The contents of the ration box 
also include a water bag with a capacity of twenty gal- 
lons. The bag has been tested in Jolo and it was found 
that it had the following advantages: Small possibility 
of rupture, smal! space occupied when empty and easily 
earried on horse or mule back. 
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Rear Admiral Brownson, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, issued invitations to a large number of 
Army and Navy officers to take up quarters aboard the 
battleships of the Atlantic Fleet for the two weeks he 
ginning Aug. 25 to observe the fleet battle practice. ‘The 
battleships Connecticut, Louisana, Vermont and Kansas, 
sailed from Hampton Roads Aug. 21 to sea for practice 
work preliminary to the approaching battle maneuvers 
along the Atlantic coast between the Virginia Capes on 
Newport, R.I1. 
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HEALTH CONDITIONS IN CUB/ 

The President has decided to act under the authority of 
the Platt Amendment and stamp out yellow fever in Cuba. 
Patience with conditions there has ceased to be a virtue, 
or toleration of local officials to be consistent. The (ban 
health authorities have neither intelligence nor the desire 
to be intelligent in dealing with an epidemic. They have 
no system under which effective control of infection can 
be had. The matter was discussed by the President and 
Secretary Taft at Oyster Bay last week, and on Aug. 18 
Secretary Taft sent the following despatch to Govervor 
Magoon at Havana: 


The yellow fever situation in Cuba, especially with respect 


to our troops, is giving me a great deal of concern, and | am 
informed that the reason for the outbreak lies at the door of 
the civil authorities in Cienfuegos and other places. It is 
hardly necessary for me to emphasize the necessity of the most 
stringent action in this matter, and I must request that you 
communicate to the Department every day the information that 


you get in respect to the disease and all the details which 
you have thus far accumulated in respect to its growth and 
the steps taken to suppress it. 

In. reply Governor Magoon sent a long cablegram. on 
Aug. 19. He stated that in Cienfuegos there were three 
eases of yellow fever, exclusive of soldiers. Twelve sol- 
diers contracted the disease, nine of whom belonged to the 
Hospital Corps; up to Aug. 19 three had died, five had 
been discharged, one was practically convalescent and 
three still sick. The cases were among men on duty in 


the hospital and no cases had appeared in the soldiers’ 
quarters. The medical authorities reported these quarters 
sufficiently removed from the hospital and _ sufficiently 


protected by open space to prevent infected mosquitoes 
from reaching them. 

When the troops were stationed at Cienfuegos the wili- 
tary authorities rented a portion of a building occupied 
as private hospital, assurances being given that contagious 
diseases were never admitted to the private hospital. 
Probably, Governor Magoon says, a case of vellow fever 
so mild as to be unrecognizable was admitted to tie 
private hospital and stegomya mosquitoes in the hospital 
became infected and afterward got through a screen into 
the quarters occupied by soldiers in the hospital. Hospital 
Corps men may also have been in and about the rooms 
occupied as a private hospital. 

The existence of the disease in Cienfuegos is accounted 
for by the fact that the disease was prevalent in Cuba lasi 
summer and fall, and that infected mosquitoes may have 
remained dormant during cool weather and become active 
when warm weather returned and the new cases were mild 
and escaped detection until soldiers were attacked, and 
the cases came under observation of the military authori- 
ties. The stegomya mosquito does not bite when the tem- 
perature is twenty-three degrees centigrade. It is rea- 
sonable to assume that a few stegomya infected late last 
fall lived through the time this temperature prevailed in 
Cuba. 

Governor Magoon believes it is a practical impossibility 
to eliminate the stegomya from Cienfuegos until the com- 
pletion of waterworks, sewers, and other sanitary work. 
Cienfuegos is in bad shape from the standpoint of clean- 
liness, but that condition does not induee yellow fever, ¢x- 
cepting as opportunity is afforded for the propagation of 
stegomya. 

Governor Magoon sent Doctors Finlay, Guiterrez and 
Agramonte, three yellow fever experts, to Cienfuegos [0 
assume control of the local sanitary department. They 
organized a fumigation squad and returned to Havana. re 
porting the situation well in hand. Twenty thousand dol- 
lars was appropriated for this special service. Later it 
was reported that the work of sanitation was not being 
pushed as vigorously as desired, and after conference 
with Major J. R. Kean, Med. Dept,, U.S.A., it was 
directed that he and Capt. H. D. Thomason, Med. Dept. 
U.S.A,, go to Cienfuegos, organize the force more efficient- 
ly and that Captain Thomason remain in charge of the 
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work. They were given a free hand as to authority and 
expense. — ‘ ie 

Col. E. H. Crowder, U.S.A., has been investigating a 
controversy between the municipal authorities. and con- 
tractors at Cienfuegos, which has delayed sanitary im- 
provements. ~The sanitary work. of Cuba outside of 
Havana has been ineffective for years, due to. the fact 
that sanitation was left to the. local authorities. On 
Nov. 1 last Governor Magoon. issued a decree making 
Army Engineers members of sanitary boards in towns 
where stationed and determined to nationalize this service. 
The necessary decree was difficult to draft and has been 
the occasion of numerous conferences between Governor 
Magoon, Major Kean and Colonel Crowder. The final 
draft was completed last week and was to be issued within 
a few days. It was hoped to complete plans for water 
and sewer systems and get work started in ten or fifteen 
cities within the next few months, but hardly in time to 
yeliove the situation before cold weather stops yellow 
fever. Outside Cienfuegos there are three cases, two in 
Matanzas and one in Alacranes, near Matanzas. The 
remainder of the island is free from the disease. In 
cenclusion Governor Magoon says: “The situation calls 
for prompt and vigorous attention and will receive it, but 
it is much better’ than it was last fall at this time, and I 
hope will not occasion continued alarm. The military 
authorities of the United States and all branches of the 
(Cuban government are co-operating heartily and fully.” 

On Aug. 20 the following report was forwarded from 
Major Kean at Cienfuegos: “I regard the epidemic among 
troops as under control and no cause for further uneasi- 
ness, But the sanitary condition of this city is bad; no 
sewer, cistern water supply utterly deficient, no efficient 
mosquito work before arrival of Havana brigade last 
week, and infection had spread. Will require probably 
two months’ hard work for its eradication. These con- 
ditions probably unavoidable under municipal sanitary 
control with limited resources at their command, All sick 
at post doing well and cheerful. Spirit of command ex- 
cellent.” 

The origin of the outbreak of yellow fever in Cuba is 
told in the monthly Sanitary Report for May by Dr. 
Carlos J. Finlay, chief sanitary officer of Cuba. This 
report traces the cases that have occurred to Union de 
Iteyes, where it is clear they were due to uncleanly and 
unsanitary conditions among railroad gangs and on plan- 
tations. The report states: “During the month of May 
five new eases of yellow fever have occurred on the island, 
but none of them belonged to the district of Havana, 
which has continued free from the infection since Decem- 
ber of last year. The first of our five cases was at- 
tacked the 16th of May in the town of Union de Reyes, a 
railroad station through which considerable traffic and 
transportation of non-immunes goes on with the numerous 
sngar plantations in that zone. Six months before, in 
November of last year, three fatal cases of yellow fever 
had occurred in one family at Union de Reyes, but the ac- 
tive measures adopted at the time appeared to have 
effectually prevented any further propagation of the dis- 
The present case must therefore be considered 
reinfection. The next case occurred on the 21st 
in the town of San Nicolas, also a railroad station con- 
rected with Los Palos, and its source may have been 
similar to the one suggested regarding the case at Union 
de Reyes. Two other cases developed in the neigh- 
lorhood of San Nicolas. Both patients were employed 
on an estate, but had visited the railroad station at San 
Nicolas, so that their infection must be credited to San 
Nicolas. They were isolated and treated on the estate. 
The fifth case was attacked on May 29 on the sugar 
estate, Santa Maria, in the district of Ranchuelo, near 
Cruces, The patient came to Havana to be treated and 
his case, after some hesitancy, was pronounced yellow 
fever, Only the second of these five cases (the one at San 
Nicolas) has proved fatal. The usual measures have been 
taken at Union de Reyes, San Nicolas, Gomez Mena and 
Ranchuelo, as on former occasions, and careful vigilance 
has been maintained as far as possible upon all non-im- 
nines,” 

The inefficiency of the Cuban authorities is shown by 
the fact that it was not until our Army medical officers 
went to the local health officials aud told them of the 
death of Sergt. Wesley Merritt that they knew there was 
yellow fever in Cienfuegos. The local authorities had not 
inspected the Spanish quintas, were not enforcing the 
regulations that doctors should report contagious diseases, 
death certificates had not been filled out, and no steps 
had been taken to prevent the breeding of mosquitoes. 
There are forty-six officers of our Army in Cuba. Eight 
or ten of them are men who have had experience with 
fellow fever. .It is the common report from all of them 
that the Cuban authorities are everywhere throughout 
the island as lax as they have been in Cienfuegos. The 
same conditions prevail in every town of any size, and in 
the small places there are almost no precautions to pre- 
vent epidemic, Appointments in the sanitary service have 
heen made entirely for political reasons under the Palma 
government, and reluctant as we must be to say it, this 
has not been the exception since Governor Magoon en- 
tered on his duties as provisional executive. Indeed, it 
is believed that the delay that has occurred in promul- 
gating the decree nationalizing the health service of the 
island has been due to an easy-going consideration for 
local politicians. It is not unlikely that for some time 
after the decree is issued the old way of doing things 
will continue and the good results of such a step may 
be in many places considerably delayed. The conditions 
seem to have worked very slowly on the intellectuals of 
Governor Magoon, and it was not until he was informed 
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of the death of Sergeant Merritt that he began to think 
of preparing to commence to gather his thoughts about 
the general subject of signing the decree. Without such 
action the few competent health officials in Cuba are help- 
less. ‘They cannot issue an order that will be obeyed, and 
their recommendations are ignored by officials and doctors 
who feel themselves immune and leave the whole matter 
of recovery from yellow fever to fate. If you are fated 
to get well you will, if not you die, and that is all there 
is to it, according to their medical creed. It is with such 
a people that President Roosevelt is now to deal. Under 
the Platt amendment he has full authority to swing the 
big stick over the island. There can be no doubt of his 
power under the 5th Article of the Platt Amendment, 
which is as follows: 

That the government of Cuba will execute, and as far as 
necessary extend, the plans already devised, or other plans to 
be mutually agreed upon, for the sanitation of the cities of 
the island, to the end that the recurrence of epidemic and 
infectious diseases may be prevented, thereby assuring protec- 
tion to the people and commerce of Cuba, as well as the com- 
merce of the Southern ports of the United States and the 
people residing therein. . 

If any doubt were to be interposed the general power 
given the United States to intervene, as set forth in the 
8d Article of the Platt Amendment, would doubtless be 
enough to sanction what is now so necessary to be done. 
This article provides for intervention to “maintain a 
government adequate for the protection of life, property 
and individual liberty.” With our troops in the island 
to maintain good order and protect foreign capital and 
business generally, it would be criminal to let the dis- 
ordered sanitary conditions now general there continue. 
Our troops should not be put in hospitals rented from 
Cubans. - Skilled medical officers should be set at work 
promptly to stamp out what may become a general epi- 
demic. Quarantine, wherever needed to stop travel of 
suspects, should be set up as soon as practicable. Strict 
reporting of infection and foci of the disease must be had 
from the local doctors under penalty of fine and imprison- 
ment. Disinfection, difficult as it is with guana houses 
that can hardly be fumigated, should be enforced every- 
where that there has been fever or any suspected case. 
In short, it is time to deal with Cuba in fighting down a 
possible epidemic on a military basis, and let politicai 
censiderations go to the dogs. Public sentiment in this 
country or anywhere else will take care of any protest 
Cubans may make. 
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The reading of the papers in the examinations held 
July 29 for the vacancies existing in the Medical De- 
partment of the Army was concluded the past week. 
The results are significant of the condition of affairs in 
this, one of the most important departments of the Army. 
There were twenty-six applicants to take the examina- 
tion. When they examined the papers and informed 
themselves of the requirements, physical and professional, 
all withdrew but fourteen. These completed the exami- 
nation and three passed. These were: Mahlon Ashford, 
of Washington, D.C., graduate of Medical Department, 
University of Georgetown, 1904; Garfield Leslie Mc- 
Kinney, of South Canaan, Pa., graduate of Medical De- 
partment, University of Pennsylvania, 1906; and Cal- 
vin Duval Cowles, jr., at large, graduate of Medical De- 
partment, Johns Hopkins University, 1905. In the two 
examinations held April 29 and July 29 the government 
went to the trouble and expense of convening thirty-four 
boards to conduct examinations in the various cities of 
the country. Sixty-four applicants inquired into the 
conditions required and were invited to appear for ex- 
amination. Of these forty-four were actually examined. 
And of those who completed the examination but ten 
in all, including the three named above, passed success- 
fully. ‘The simple fact is that the pay of assistant sur- 
geons in the Army is too low to induce young physicians 
to enter the Service. The vacancies could quickly be 
filled with capable men now serving as internes at Bell- 
vue, Johns Hopkins or from the University of Pennsy]- 
vania classes, but these men cannot be tempted to forego 
the opportunities they have in private practice. They 
would not give up their experience in hospitals, with no 
pay and at expense for maintenance, to enter the Army 
medical corps with what many would regard as fair pay 
at the start. Foreign service, frequent changes and in- 
adequate pay for the many years that must intervene be- 
fore they would get anything like what they hope to real- 
ive as their reward in private praciice after a few years 
—these are the deterrent considerations that are keeping 
the corps weak at the bottom nowadays. In the mean- 
time old experienced surgeons realize that with tropical 
disease to contend with, yellow fever epidemics recurring, 
the number of men in the corps from which to get efficient 
medical officers for an emergency is constantly getting 
dangerously low. You cannot have the old, trained and 
experienced men unless you first have the young doctors 
who can be trained to take the places of the older ones 
and enable them to go where their experience is needed. 
It is said that the medical bill would have passed at the 
last Congress if Speaker Cannon had not vetoed it. Pub- 
lie sentiment, in view of the danger to our troops in 
Cuba, ought to warn Mr. Cannon next winter of the 
crime that may lie in his policy of dictating neglect of the 
Medical Department of the Army. 





The graduated increase of pay bill which has been be- 
fore the President for the past fortnight has received his 
approval, with certain modifications which do not take 
essentially from the general purpose of the measure. 
Perhaps no President as Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
and Navy has been more conscious of the conditions of 





life in the military services than has President Roose- 
velt. He knows the privations and hardships that are 
involved in the present necessity of recurring tours of 
duty in the island dependencies with all the burden of 
increased cost to officers receiving inadequate pay. He 
may be counted on to the limit of reasonable co-operation 
to secure relief for the conditions complained of. ‘With- 
in a few days the announcement of his views on the pro- 
posed bill will be made and the measure given out for 
publication. The President has written to Representa- 
tive Capror of Rhode Island expressing his realization 
of the things of which the latter complained in his letter 
asking the President to bring about joint action ‘in the 
various Services interested. The results of the Presi- 
dent’s action will receive the hearty support of Mr. Ca- 
pron and others in the House, of Senafor Dick and other 
senators who are zealous in the hope that a new pay bil} 
may be passed. It is stated on what may be taken as 
good authority that Speaker Cannon will not oppose a 
graduated pay bill and that other members ef both 
houses who stood squarely in the way of passing the Dick- 
Capron bill last winter will approve of this measure. If 
these estimates of approval in these directions are sub- 
stantially correct the prospect is certainly all that could 
be desired. 





There has been some curiosity throughout the Army at 
the delay in promoting over a score of second lientenants 
who, some of them for several months, have been ex- 
pecting this step. It not infrequently happens that 
there are delays in promotions due to the fact that some 
young officer fails to pass his examination fo retain his 
rank.- Sometimes the board below passes a man and 
then the General Staff finds something on which to call 
down the board. If the chap happens to: be in the re- 
moter islands of the Philippines, three or four. months 
ean easily be consumed in correspondence over a matter 
hardly more important to the fighting efficiency of. the 
Army than the crossing of an official “t” or the dotting 
of an “i” in due course in military channels., Mean- 
while a whole row of brave young fellows, anxious to 
serve their country at a higher salary, are kept waiting 
patiently until the affair is conducted to a finish. The 
trouble at this time arises from something a little more 
serious. A young first lieutenant who is not stationed 
so far away as the Philippines is under investigation in 
connection with an irregularity occurring in his exami- 
nation, and until the matter is cleared up the officers 
below him must wait. It will be several weeks before 
the affair is settled and the promotions will be forth- 
coming. 
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In line with the recommendations recently made ‘by 
Gen. Clarence R. Edwards that some effort be made to 
facilitate the transport service so that transfers of troops 
and officers might be made with greater despatch, Gen. 
Leonard Wood has addressed to the Secretary of War‘a 
letter setting forth the need of a better service between 
the islands and this country. He recommends that:.a 
new schedule be devised by which the interval between 
sailings would be twenty days instead of a month or 
more. He asks that there be two trips each year from 
New York by way of the Suez canal. There is one as- 
pect of the matter that seems backed by argument 
enough to bring about some relief. It happens every 
month that officers get leave which they want to spend 
in Japan or further north, for a rest for themselves-and 
families. They are unable to get away until a transport 
sails and thus often lose a considerable part of their 
leave, besides being put to great expense. The same 
experience occurs to American teachers over there, and 
they are even less able to stand such a loss than Army 
officers. The matter will be taken up within the next 
few weeks, and an effort be made to readjust the trans- 
port schedules so as to meet the trouble complained of 
by practically the whole Army in the islands. 


- 
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Something has been said of late about radical changes 
in the uniform of the enlisted man in the Army. It is 
difficult to learn just where this alleged information 
comes from. It is said that Col. Louis M, Maus, Med. 
Dept., now stationed in the Philippines, has succeeded 
in getting a change in the felt hat, which he urges is 
not fit for the soldier in the tropics. The Infantry 
marching trousers also he proposes for modification by 
making them full at the knee and then drawing them. in 
so they will go inside the shoe at the ankle and thus 
do away with the leggings. These changes are matters 
of the future. The only foundation for the expectation 
that there are to be changes in the uniform is the fact 
that there is now in the hands of the printer a new edi- 
tion of the General Order, No. 197, of 1904, describing 
the uniforms of the Army. The minor changes that haye 
occurred in the past three years have been emboiied in 
the new print of the order, and it will be out in a few 
days. 
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Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., in the course 
of an address before a gathering of Civil War veterans at 
Willow Grove Park, Pa., Aug. 21, said: “The anti-canteen 
law ought to be repealed, but there is little prospect that 
Congress will do anything with it for a good while. Poli- 
ticians do not care to antagonize the extreme prohibition 
element. Congress sees, I think, that it has made a mig- 
take, but it is a hard thing to go back now,” : 
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DIVISION AND DEPARTMENT REPORTS. 


NORTHERN DIVISION. 

Major Gen. Adolphus W. Greely, U.S.A., command- 
ing the Northern Division, includes in his annual report 
some highly interesting comment on the need of increas- 
ing the Army, especially the infantry arm. He states 
that the fifty per cent. of the Army stationed in the 
United States is not only burdened with the task of men- 
tal, moral and physical recuperation for further service 
abroad, but has, during the past year, been seriously 
overworked and deprived of the suitable means of re- 
generation. In the Northern Division the - debilitating 
effects of extended tropical service are evident in re- 
turning commands. Frequent recurrence of such service 
necessarily impairs discipline, endangers health, weakens 
family ties, necessitates indebtedness and otherwise de- 
preciates the high standards and efficiency of the Army, 
both rank and file. Insufficient in numbers to properly 
garrison the military posts, the infantry has been 
obliged to perform practically all outside duty in the way 
of parades, guards, target marking and participation in 
popular functions. “Already disproportionally small in 
comparison with other arms, the infantry,” says General 
Greely, “in its present skeletonized condition suffers 
morally and physically from such urgent and constant 
service. The subject has been given careful and con- 
servative attention by the division commander, who be- 
lieves that the minmum of infantry increase should be 
fifteen regiments, but if duzy in Cuba and on the Isth- 
mus is to be part of the Army work in the future, such 
increase should be twenty regiments. This would afford 
officers and men about four years’ service at home as 
against two on foreign duty. Whether these proportions 
of service meet the approval of the Medecal Department 
is unknown to the division commander, who makes this 
recommendation simply as a result of his experiencs 
and observations during the past year. Whether the 
infantry is increased or not, it appears most important 
that there should be a detail of a Chief of Infantry, a 
Chief of Cavalry and a Chief of Field Artillery, so that 
these mobile arms of the Service may be specifically rep- 
resented on the General Staff. It is believed that such 
details would be joyfully hailed by the officers of the 
various arms, who, whether justly or not, do not fee) 
that their specific needs are properly presented, or are 
satisfactorily considered as regards many matters. It is 
urged that such details will not alone involve the repre- 
sentation of these arms in staff conferences, but that they 
will result in the detail of representatives thoroughly 
trained in specialties, zealous for improvements and in- 
spired with the ideas of co-operation and of perfecting 
the arm in their special technicalties, not only in theory, 
but also in practical application.” 

General Greely’s discussion of the subject of desertion 
is exceedingly mstructive. In order to ascertain the 
causes of desertion in the division, thirty-one representa- 
tive officers commanding organizations in the division 
were directed to submit in writing their opinions on the 
subject. On receipt of these reports the ten principal 
specified causes were arranged in order according to their 
weights, determined by the number of officers who speci- 
fied the same cause. The ten principal causes of deser- 
tion ascertained by this investigation are stated as fol- 
lows: Small pay, especially fur non-commissioned offi- 
cers, and high wages in civil life. Lack of canteen, and 
resultant troubles in dives. surrounding Army posts. 
Low standard and general worthlessness of recruits. such 
es only can be obtained under the present conditions in 
the Army. Excessive amount of non-military work. 
Hardships incurred during long practice marches, es- 
pecially those occurring weekly. Difficulties arising from 
bad habits. Failure of recruits to appreciate the obli- 
gations of a contract and their ignorance of the character 
of the crime of desertion. Probable immunity from pun- 
ishment for desertion and belief that little effort will be 
made to capture them. Almost universal hostile atti- 
tude of civilians toward the Army uniform. Isolation of 
certain posts and consequent lack of amusements. 

A circular setting forth the ten causes named was ad- 
dressed to all organization commanders (136 in all) in 
the division, directing them to number these ten sub- 
mitted causes “1,” “2,” “3,” ete., in the order of their 
relative importance; they were also directed to require 
the first sergeant of each organization to make a similar 
report. As a result of these inquiries the ten causes of 
desertion were finally classified in the order of their im- 
portance as stated above. It is pointed out that first 
sergeants are in a better position to know the reasons 
why men desert than organization commanders. In addi- 
tion, about one hundred non-commissioned officers of 
long service were questioned by the division commander 
on inspection. About eighty per cent. gave (1) small 
pay, (2) practice marches, and (3) lack of canteen as the 
predisposing causes of desertion. ‘The above opinions,” 
says General Greely, “are entitled to great weight, inas- 
much as they represent the mature consideration of 
nearly four hundred officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers of company organizations, cover a great extent of 
country and include varied fields of trade and industry.” 

The report then discusses each of the above causes 
separately. A striking discussion of the question of pay 
is presented, and an earnest plea for increased pay is 
made, not only in justice to the soldier, but in the in- 
terest of the Army as an army. General Greely recom- 
mends that the pay proper of all enlisted men, except 
recruits of less'than one year’s service, be: increased from 
twenty to fifty per cent., and that the term of enlistment 
be made five years. On the subject of the canteen Gen- 
eral Greely is equally outspoken. He says: 

Official reports from summary-court officers set forth that fully 
eighty per centum of all offenses committed are due to unregu- 
lated saloons, some maintained in defiance of state laws, sur- 
rounding military posts. More or less serious troubles arising 
from drunken debauches have occurred at or near Forts Crook, 
D. A. Russell, Leavenworth, Mackenzie and Sheridan. Condi- 
tions were so scandalous at Fort Crook, Neb., and Fort Sheri- 
dan, Ill:, that the legislatures of the respective states have passed 
laws with the view of stamping out such traffic. In habits and 
efforts the division commander has always stood for abstinence 
and temperance. He is, however, convinced from his official 
inspection that canteen privileges should be restored to the ex- 
tent of selling beer, and after careful consideration of the whole 
subject strongly recommends that steps be. taken to secure such 
legislation from Congress. The canteen is akin to the high- 
license, local-option system which is becoming prevalent in civil 
life. The canteen would promote discipline, sobriety, good con- 
duct, chastity, discourage gaming and squandering, conserve 
health, and thus be in both the material and moral interests of 
the enlisted men. If the canteen is not restored there should. be 
enacted legislation similarly restricting the use of liquor by 
all Federal officials or employees: Whether justly or not; the 
enlisted men regard it as class legislation, not only restricting 
privileges, but also imputing unreliability to them as a body. 
It is beyond reasonable doubt that the establishment of the can- 
teen decreased drunkenness in the Army, and that its elimina- 
tion has largely increased liquor-drinking and dissipation among 


enlisted men. Without ption, the pany officers, who 
have been habitually questioned on this subject, state that the 
restoration of the canteen would morally and physically benefit 
the Army. 

_ Believing that adequate pay for commissioned officers 
is of vital importance to the future efficiency of the 
Army, General Greely recommends that the pay of com- 
pany officers be increased thirty per centum, of field 
officers twenty-five per centum, and of general officers 
twenty per centum. The increase for foreign service 
should be twenty-five per centum instead of ten per 
centum. The report continues: 

“Compelled by reports to believe that half the com- 
pany officers were necessarily living beyond their pay, 
an investigation was made by the division commander 
which discloses the harrowing fact that this condition is 
true as to more than three-fourths. It appears from con- 
fidential reports certified to by the officers concerned that 
in the Northern Division during 1906 only seven (one 
largely in debt) out of thirty-four captains and first 
lieutenants, selected with reference to conservative char- 
acter and good habits were able to live within their pay. 
Excluding one officer, who is making extraordinary ef- 
forts to adjust debts incurred by frequent changes. of 
station, there were but three captains who lived inside 
their pay, averaging $166.27 each, against thirteen cap- 
tains whose average deficiencies were $262.82. The con- 
dition of the first lieutenants is lamentable, only two 
living within their income to the extent of $14.50 each, 
as against fifteen whose average excess of expenses over 
salaries amounts to $465.48. While specially urging 
consideration for company officers, it seems advisable to 
check these reports by personal living expenses, which 
are settled by check. In my case, with a family of eight, 
with three changes of station during 1906, necessitating 
two separate homes for eleven months, family expenses 
exceeded all pay, mileage and forage over thirty per 
centum. Less than one per centum of these expenditures 
was for amusement or recreation.” 

Other matters of interest in General Greely’s report 
are reserved for consideration in a future issue. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE LAKES. 

Brig. Gen. William H. Carter, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of the Lakes, in his annual report ex- 
presses it as his deliberate opinion that not only are more 
men needed in existing organizations, but an increase of 
the mobile line of the Army, especially of the Infantry, 
is necessary, if we are to keep up the barracks and 
grounds at home stations and maintain so many garri- 


sons abroad. Many individuals and some organizations 
have served more than five out of nine years in the 
tropics and the excess proportion of service abroad will 
increase rather than diminish in. the near future. It 
should be borne in mind that many officers of talent are 
giving their best years to the military Service at an 
old established rate of pay now less than a living wage 
and that many tried and trained soldiers, doubtful as. to 
early relief from hard conditions, are being tempted by 
high wages to quit the Service. 

Various minor grievances have served te prevent re- 
enlistments and increase desertions. Amongst these have 
been cited by various commanding officers, insufficient 
pay; too much fatigue duty; certain details connected 
with practice marches; resentment at abolition of the 
canteen feature of post exchanges in localities where no 
restrictions exist as to civilians not on reservations; re- 
cent requirements as to photographs and finger prints for 
purposes of identification. 

General Carter renews his recommendation that the 
reservation at Fort Benjamin Harrison, Indiana, be en- 
larged so as to provide ample room and accommodations 
for assembling all the troops in a camp of instruction 
with the organized militia of states embraced within the 
limits of the department. On the subject of ,a remount 
service General Carter says: 

The blue grass land lying along the stream traversing the 
Fort Benjamin Harrison reservation, the abundance of potable 
artesian water, the scarcity of flies and mosquitoes and the 
proximity of North and South and East and West trunk lines 
of railway, constitute military advantages of a high order and 
suggest the wisdom of planning for the full utilization of this 
site in time of war. It is not only valuable as a rendezvous 
for Volunteers and for construction of a temporary general 
hospital in time of war, but some of the farm lands within this 
reservation comprise the best locations possessed by the govern- 
ment for the establishment of a remount station for receiving 
and training young horses for the Cavalry and Field Artillery. 
When it is remembered that, at the present time, the propor- 
tion of horses and mules in service is neariy the same as during 
the Civil War—one animal to every two men for duty—the 
localization of remount stations on proper sites is of serious 
moment to the Army. 

So long as the saddle horse was the prevailing type on 
American farms the purchase of proper mounts for the Army 
was merely an incident in the large business of the Quarter- 
master’s Department. With the era of cheap buggies and inter- 
urban electric lines, conditions rapidly changed and it will be 
necessary in future for the Army to work in unison with the 
Department of Agriculture with the object of restoring the 
breed of saddle horses in certain favorable localities: where the 
colts will be available for purchase by the government. The 
Quartermaster’s Department is so overburdened with business 
that the detail of many line officers’ is necessary to help carry 
on current work. It is believed the best results may be ob- 
tained by following the experience of other nations and estab- 
lishing a remount bureau, composed of Cavalry and Field Artil- 
lery officers. 

The time has arrived when the efficiency of the expensive or- 
ganizations of Cavalry and Field Artillery may be better se- 
cured and maintained by the detail of a general officer in 
special charge with an assistant from each mounted branch. 
The remount service should also be under the .same control. 
Observation for some years leads to the belief that the mounted 
branches of the line are practically unanimous in the opinion 
that such action will be in the interests of economy and ef- 
ficiency. The purchase of transport animals and the disburse- 
ments for all public animals should remain with the Quarter- 
master’s Department. Some such action is necessary to meet 
the changing conditions. 

In renewing his plea for the creation of an Army 
service corps, General Carter points out that the ab- 
sence of, such a corps in our Army affects seriously the 
efficiency and contentment of line organization. The in- 
cessant calls for working details from small companies, 
both in garrison and in the field, impair soldierly spirit 
and detract from the value of all drills and maneuvers. 
The belief is expressed that the establishment of a gen- 
eral service corps would result in retaining many ex- 
perienced soldiers in military life who now take their 
discharges, and would also lessen desértions. 

In discussing the increase of the Army, General Oar- 
ter contends that the increase should be large enough to 
provide at least two reliefs of troops in Alaska, Hawaii, 
the Philippines and other foreign stations, so that for 
each two years of tropical service the various companies 
may expect four years of home duty. The report adds: 
“In considering what increase of the Regular Army is 
necessary at this time the average number of really ef- 
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ficient National Guard organizations should be deter. 
mined. Then with a reasonable deduction for those \),, 
would be unable from various causes to answer a sudden 
call for war, we have the first factor. The second factor 
will comprise the Regular Army whose strength and rel- 
ative proportions should be determined by fixing upon 
the total number of Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery or- 
ganizations required for service in event of sudden war 
and deducting therefrom the corresponding organizations 
of the Naional Guard reported as sufficiently trained for 
immediate service. Should the increase of the line be 
material certain of the staff corps and departments, o¢. 
pecially the Medical Department, would require corros. 
ponding increases.” 

General Carter holds that the detail system of staff 
employment is a success, and that no change should be 
made in it until time has been had to observe its fina] 
application in all grades of the various corps to which 
it applies. General Carter recommends that legislation 
be now asked for the application of Section 26 of the 
Act of Feb. 2, 1901, to the General Staff Corps, and 
that-a rearrangement of rank take place at the same time 
so as to provide a larger proportion of colonels and 
fewer captains. The rank of*the Chief of Staff with 
each separate Army, Army Corps or superior headquar- 
ters should not be less than that of colonel. Legislation 
for the application of Section 26 to other details from 
the line, always required at the Military Academy, as 
aides to general officers, at military colleges and on re- 
cruiting service, is very desirable, but great care should 
be taken that a corresponding number of field officers 
are provided for, else so large an addition will be made 
in the lower grades as to create a hopeless stagnation jn 
promotion. 

In conclusion General Carter says: “When the size of 
the Army and service conditions admit, it is recommended 
that a permanent but inexpensive cantonment be estab- 
lished at Fort Sill, Oklahoma Territory, capable of ac- 
commodating a division completely organized as a war 
model for the Regular Army and National Guard. No 
energetic officer can long command a department, with 
headquarters in a city, without recognizing that occa- 
sional contact with such a body of troops as proposed at 
Fort Sill is needed to prepare general and staff officers 
for active campaigning. Its value as an object lesson 
to the staff officers of the National Guard alone would 
amply justify the whole cost of the project.” 


DEPARTMENT OF COLUMBIA. 

Col. Thomas C. Woodbury, 3d U.S. Inf., commanding 
the Department of the Columbia, states in his annua! re- 
port that the most important duty of the troops in 
Alaska is the maintenance of the Government telegraph 
line, and the affairs of this system of cable and telegraphs 
have been efficiently managed by the Chief Signal Otticer 
of the department. The cable system now has a total 
length of 2,444 statute miles, and the Alaskan telegraph 
1,405 miles. Work on the Valdez-Fairbanks cut-off has 
been carried forward vigorously and the completion of 
the line by September is anticipated. The Chief Signal 
Officer reports that the wireless installation at Safety 
and St. Michael give complete satisfaction, and unless 
something unforeseen occurs the stations at Fairbanks 
and Circle should be in running order before the closing 
down of the Alaskan winter. ; 

The material in the Artillery districts of Puget Sound 
and of the Columbia is reported in good condition, and 
regret is expressed that the personnel cannot be kept at 
the maximum. The defenses in those districts require all 
the officers and men now allowed to them. for proper 
care of armaments and instruction of commands. With 
organizations much reduced in strength it frequently 
becomes a problem to properly carry on the necessary 
routine duties, and have sufficient officers and men for 
proper military instruction. 

Colonel Woodbury says in conclusion: ‘I cannot too 
strongly recommend the establishment of gymnasiums 
at all military posts, particularly ‘those in out-of-the-way 
pleces and far-off Alaska. At such places something 
must be done for relieving the. monotony and giving 
amusement to the enlisted men. In closing this report, 
I desire to call attention to the fact that the high rates 
of compensation in this section of country to all classes 


of labor, and the enormous cost of living, render it neces- 
sary that something be done at an early date towards 
putting the rates of pay of the various grades in the 


Army on such a basis as to attract men to the service 
of their country. It is now, particularly in the lower 
grades, absurdly incommensurate with the work to be 
performed,” 


JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL’S DEPARTMENT. 

The report of the Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment of the Army for the year ending June 30, 107, 
submitted to the Secretary of War by Major John Biddle 
Porter, Acting J.A.G., shows that the trials by general 
court-martial during the year numbered 3,913, a decrease 
of 683, as compared with the year preceding. The con- 
missioned officers tried numbered thirty-two, twenty- 
three cases resulting in conviction, sentence disapproved 
in two cases, and nine in acquittal. Two cadets were 
tried,, both being conyicted. The enlisted men tried 
numbered 3,879, the convictions numbering 3,574. Four 
officers were dismissed by sentence, as against fourteen 
during the year preceding, but in two of the four the 
sentence of dismissal was commuted to loss of rank, 
About fifty-one: per cent. of the enlisted men convicted 
by general court-martial received sentences involving dis 
honorable discharge; and reports from several of the de- 
partments indicate that about ten per cent. of these 
sentences were awarded in view of previous convictions. 
The reports show that the amendment of the Executive 
order prescribing limits of punishment for enlisted men, 
made June 12, 1905, restricting the use of previous 
convictions for the purpose of discharge to those fol- 
lowed by sentences of not less, substitutions considered, 
than forfeiture of $10, or confinement at hard labor for 
twenty days, has decreased the discharges imposed 0” 
account of previous convictions from about twenty-four 
per cent. to about ten per cent. This percentage 'S 
double that for the preceding year. 

The commonest offenses for which enlisted men were 
tried and the number of cases of the same were: Desel- 
tion, 1,101; absence without leave, 732; drunkenness 0D 
duty, 223; larceny, 258; neglect of duty, 150; failure to 
attend drill, roll call, ete., 148; leaving post, 123; sleep 
ing on post, 119; breach of arrest, 118. 

The Acting Judge Advocate General states that the 
operation of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, prohibiting the sale 
of beer, ete., in any “post exchange or canteen * * * OF 
upon any premises used for military purposes,” has un 
doubtedly caused the location near military reservations 
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of resorts for the sale of intoxicating liquors and which 
vander to the appetites and passions of those enlisted 
28 who, largely by reason of the prohibition in question, 
frequent the same. These resorts are beyond the con- 
trol of the military authorities, and their presence near 
the military posts Is highly detrimental to military dis- 
ipline. 

doting the fact that the practice of selling clothing is- 
sued to enlisted men continues in spite of vigorous efforts 
by the Department to suppress it, the Acting Judge Ad- 
yocate General contends that the maximum penalty of 
three months’ imprisonment and $10 per month forfeiture 
for the same period now imposed upon the seller of such 
articles should be increased, so as to bear some relation 
to the penalty which the law imposes upon the buyer. If 
this were done, and if provision were made for taking up 
the uniform clothing of a soldier at his discharge at the 
appraised value, the military authorities would meet with 
jess difficulty in enforcing the law against its sale. Such 
action would emphasize the fact that the War Department 
regards the uniform clothing: issued to a soldier for his 
use in the military service as the property of the United 
States in the same sense that “his horse, arms * * * 
or accouterments” belong to the United States; and that 
the prescribed allowances for clothing are simply a means 
of regulating the amount of expendable property of this 
character which a soldier may have issued to him without 
charging the same to his pay. Where public property, 
including arms and clothing, is condemned and disposed 
of by the Government, it should be so marked that it 
would appear, from an inspection of the same, that its 
disposition had been duly authorized. wie ‘ 

Major Biddle, in concluding, states that it is highly 
important that there should be a corps of judge advocates’ 
clerks sufficiently large to enable one to be assigned to 
each judge advocate’s office. In view of the character of 
the work, they should receive salaries equal to those now 
paid paymasters’ clerks. In case of the absence, sick- 
ness, or disability of the clerk, or in the event of the 
necessity of additional clerical assistance, the judge ad- 
vecate should be authorized to call upon the adjutant gen- 
eral-of the department headquarters for the detail of a 
suitable clerk to meet the emergency. 

SOUTHWESTERN DIVISION. 

Brig. Gen. Albert L. Myer, U.S.A., commanding the 
Southwestern Division, states in his annual report that 
in the garrison schools the orders contemplated cgn- 
siderable practical work in the subjects prescribed, and 
in some instances the reports of post commanders show 
that commendable interest was taken, while in others but 
little time was devoted to that part of the course. In 
the schools for enlisted men the progress in many cases 
is reported as not satisfactory. Among the reasons there- 
for may be mentioned the lack of competent teachers and 
the irregular attendance caused by the interference of 
other regular duties. The recent circular, which provides 
that attendance shall not be compulsory, removes one 
source of trouble. ; ; 

General Myer reports that the granting of light and 
fuel has proved of value, but the cost of living has so 
increased in the past number of years that the pay of 
officers is not commensurate with the advance of the times. 
Legislation is recommended that will give a material in- 
crease to the pay of both officers and enlisted men. Pros- 
perity of the country and high wages demanded and re- 
ceived by the average working man seems to make it more 
and more difficult to obtain recruits at the_low rate of 
pay and to retain in service many valuable non-commis- 
sioned officers. hires : 

The reports of the staff officers of the Division, which 
accompanied General Myers report to the Secretary of 
War, have not been printed. 


DEPARTMENT OF TEXAS. 

In his annual report on the Department of Texas, 
General Myer includes the following: ‘‘The most im- 
portant event in this department during the past twelve 
months was the disturbance which took place at Fort 
Brown and Brownsville, Texas, on the night of Aug. 13 
and 14, 1906, a lamentable occurrence which is still 
shrouded in mystery to a great extent. However, it 
seems to have been established that on the night in ques- 
iton a few enlisted men of the 1st Battalion, 25th Inf., 
then garrisoning Fort Brown, did go armed into Browns- 
ville and do some promiscuous firing, resulting in the 
death of one civilian, one horse and the wounding of one 
policeman. Up to the present time it has been impossible 
to locate or identify the individuals who actually did the 
firing. Undoubtedly there was at that time mutually 
bad blood between a part of the garrison of Fort Brown 
and some of the citizens of Brownsville, and this fact 
must, to some extent, account for the occurrence. The 
attempted robbery and shooting of Capt. Edgar A. 
Macklin, 25th Inf., was undoubtedly an outcome of this 
occurrence in an attempt to get money, presumably to 
leave the country. As a result of trial Corpl. Edward L. 
Knowles, Co. A, 25th Inf., was convicted of the offense 
and sentenced to fifteen years’ confinement.” 


QUARTERMASTER’S DEPARTMENT. 

Brig. Gen. James B. Aleshire, Q.M. Dept., U.S.A., in 
submitting the annual report of the department states 
that the operations covered in the same were all within 
the administration of his predecessor, Major Gen. Charles 
I’. Humphrey, U.S.A. This report reaches us so late 
that we withhold it for consideration another week.

WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


Care of marching shoes in the field—Some cases arose 
of marching shoes wearing out after marches of from 
sixty to 120 miles, but it appeared that proper care was 
not bestowed on the shoes. The Quartermaster’s De- 
partment having supplied oil dressing for use of troops 
in Cuba, it was decided that report should be called for 
as to its use and value, with a view to the issue by the 
Quartermaster’s Department of a suitable shoe dressing 
to troops in the field. 

A certificate of merit has been granted to Corporal 
Greene, 111th Co., C:A.C., who was recommended for 
x certificate for jumping overboard from a government 
vessel to rescue a comrade who had fallen into the water, 
at the imminent risk of his own life. 

Request was received that company mess furniture, 
libraries, etc., be shipped to the troops in Cuba, which 
request was granted. 

A proposed new form for the duty roster blank was 
received, which was designed to make it more convenient 
in handling, especially in the field. A copy was referred 
to the Infantry Board, the Cavalry Board, and the Ar- 
tillery Board for report as to its value. 


The Ordnance Department having received 5,000 alumi 








num canteens, it was ordered that they be distributed to 
the Army for test. 

Question arose whether an officer ordered to his home 
on retirement may have his field allowance of baggage 


shipped by express. It was decided, if the officer certi- 
fies such shipment is necessary, that under Army Regu- 
lations 1129 the shipment could be made. 


Question arose whether the special regulations adopted 
for posts commanded by a general officer were applicable 
in case of the absence or disability of the regular com- 
— Decision that they were applicable was ren- 
dered. 


Inteypretation of Paragraph 285, Infantry Drill Regu- 
lations.—Question arose whether in successive forma- 
tions the adjutant or sergeant major should successively 
place himself in rear of the guides in order to post them. 
Decision in the affirmative was rendered. 


Amendment of Paragraph 368, Army Regulations.— 
It was represented that the provisons of this paragraph, 
which exempt the enlisted personnel of Field Artillery 
from post guard and fatigue duty, were not entirely satis- 
factory under the changed conditions pertaining to that 
arm, and it was ordered that the paragraph be rescinded, 
as well as Paragraph 14, Guard Manual, which bears on 
the same subject. 


STATUS OF NAVAL MILITIA. 


Secretary Taft before leaving on his journey to the 
Philippines acted on the application of the Massachusetis 
Naval Militia to be allowed to send a team to the rifle 
competition at Camp Perry. The Secretary was reluct- 
ant to take any action that should further complicate the 
status of the Naval Militia under existing law, but in 
view of the opinion rendered at the request of the Judge 
Advocate General, disposed of the matter by allowing the 
Naval Militia teams to participate at their own expense 
in the competition at Camp Perry. His endorsement on 
the case was as follows: 


“Memorandum for the Chief of Staff.—The Attorney- 
General has overruled the views of this Department as 
expressed in opinions of the Judge Advocate General, 
concurred in by the Secretary of War, in holding that 
the expression ‘organized militia,’ contained in the Act 
of Congress of March 2, 1907, making provision for tro- 
phies in rifle contests, includes the naval militia organized 
in any State. The decision of the Attorney General rests 
on section one of the so-called ‘Dick Bill,’ in which the 
militia is defined to be all able-bodied citizens or intending 
citizens capable of military service, and is divided into 
organized militia, that is, militia organized as national 
guard, or under any other designation by the state, and 
reserve militia. The Attorney General reaches the con- 
clusion that a naval brigade organized under the laws of 
the state is not reserve militia and so must be organized. 
The Attorney General concedes that in other parts of the 
same statute, and in other statutes the term ‘organized 
militia” does not include the naval brigade. For in- 
stance, he concedes that the section requiring that the or- 
ganization and discipline of the militia shall within five 
years conform to that of the regular Army, necessarily 
excludes from the term “organized militia” as used in that 
section, a naval brigade. With deference to the Attorney 
General, it seems to me that unless there is some con- 
trolling public necessity, or unless the construction leads 
to absurdity. it is safer to give a word or phrase occurring 
several times in one statute or in several statutes on the 
same subject-matter one meaning or definition. Were 
the term “organized militia’? to be construed in every case 
as the Attorney General has construed it, then it would 
produce such hopeless confusion in the administration of 
the militia law as to lead me to ask a reconsideration of 
the question. 

“As the decision is limited, however, to its application 
to the question whether the naval brigades may be author- 
ized to take part in a rifle contest, I prefer to defer to 
the opinion and follow it, without request for further con- 
sideration. This course is taken by the Department with 
the distinct understanding that such construction has no 
ether effect in respect to the status of the naval militia 
than to permit the naval brigades to take part in a rifle 
contest. It cannot authorize the Department to pay for 
any of the expenses of the team from the naval brigade, 
or to furnish its supplies, or to do anything except to al- 
low it to take part in the contest and receive the benefits, 
if it wins, of the trophy which the War Department will 
pay for.” 
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SEA GIRT RIFLE MEETING. 


After the National Rifle matches and those of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association, which will be shot at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, the attention of the rifle world will be 
turned toward Sea Girt, N.J., where the matchss of 
the New Jersey State Rifle Association will be shot from 
September 2 to 7 inclusive. It is hoped that a majority 
of the teams from Camp Perry, or certainly a large num- 
ber will proceed to Sea Girt for these matches. Sea Girt 
has long been famous for its rifle matches and possesses 
one of the best ranges in the country. The principal 
match will be that for the Dryden Trophy, presented by 
former Senator Dryden of that State, one of the hand- 
somest trophies in the country. It is open to the same 
teams as are eligible for the National Match, except 
that the teams shall be composed of eight instead of 
twelve men. The distances are 200. 600 and 1,000 yards. 

The Dryden Trophy carries with it $150 in cash with 
$100 to the second team and $50 to the third team. There 
are also the Interstate Regimental Team match, open to 
battalions and separate organizations of the United 
States Service and to the regiments of the National 
Guard. This is a new match, the trophy for which was 
presented :by Hon. Frank O. Briggs, U.S. Senator from 
New Jersey, and carries with it a number of cash prizes. 

There will also be the company team match, company 
Tyro match, Columbia Trophy match, Carbine team 
match, Veteran Organization Team match, Gould Rapid 
Fire Team match, Individual Rapid Fire match, All- 
Comers Military match, Hayes match, Gen. E. P. Meany 
match, New Jersey State Rifle Association Trophy 
match, Spencer match, Reading match, Hale match and 
a Press and Inspectors matches. 

There will also be a number of revolver matches, A 
new match will be the one for the Sea Girt championship 
of 1907 for a medal given by the Governor of New Jersey 
and a number of cash prizes. 

Altogether there will be several thousand dollars in 
cash distributed as well as the prizes and a large num- 
ber of medals. The railroads have made a special rate 
of one and one-third fare for the round trip to this match. 
The Sea Girt range is beautifully situated on the At- 








lantic shore within a short distance of Long Branch and 
other famous summer resorts and has long been a pop- 
ular resort for riflemen. The executive officer and post 
commander is Genera! Bird W. Spencer, for a number 
of years president of the National Rifle Association, and 
now a life director of that organization, as well as vice 
president of the National Board for the Promotion of 
Rifle Practice. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The exercises of the Atlantic Fleet, under Rear Ad- 
miral Evans, from Aug. 25 to Sept. 9, will be held just 
outside the traffic line off the Atlantic coast between 
Hampton Roads and Cape Cod Bay, and sixteen vessels 
will take part. Rear Admiral Evans, assisted by Rear 
Admirals Charles M. Thomas, Charles H. Davis and 
William H. Emory, will decide all questions of fleet, 
division and squadron formation. ‘The fleet will be di- 
vided and will operate against each other under war con- 
ditions. Special attention will be given to the fleet and 
battle signal practice as worked out by the revised code. 
Capt. John E. Pillsbury and Lieut. Comdr. Albert P. 
Niblack, who have been revising the signal code will be 
present to study its operation and also the practicability 
of many suggestions which have been made. Rear Ad- 
miral Brownson, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
will appoint a special board under Rear Admiral John 
TP. Merrell, president of the Naval War College, to de- 
cide the question of flags after witnessing experiments 
with various designs. After completing its battle fleet 
practice, the Atlantic Fleet will proceed to Cape Cod 
Bay for their battle target practice. The program will 
be similar to the last battle target practice of the British 
navy. The following officers were this week placed un- 
der orders to report to Admiral Evans at Hampton 
Roads, Monday, Aug. 26, for temporary duty on board 
the ships of the fleet during the battleship exercises: 
Capts. Thomas C. McLean, Rossiter Niles, Dennis H. 
Mahan, Alfred Reynolds and Raymond P. Rodgers; 
Comdrs. Frank F. Fletcher, Augustus F. Fechteler, 
DeWitt Coffman, Harry S. Knapp, William J. Maxwell, 
Albert W. Grant, John Hood, John H. Shipley, Albert 
P. Niblack, James H. Oliver and Hugh Rodman; Lieut. 
Comdrs. Frank K. Hill, George W. Logan, Montgomery 
M. Taylor, Walter Ball, Charles T. Jewell and John C. 
Leonard. Admiral Brownson has also invited a small 
number of Army officers to witness the maneuvers. The 
exercises will last two weeks. The sixteen battleships 
will divide out at sea into squadrons and execute a pro- 
gram of tactical movements, the squadrons being about 
twenty-five miles apart at the outset. Target practice 
will form an interesting part of the maneuvers. 


The first division of the Pacfic Fleet under Rear Ad- 
miral James H. Dayton, and consisting of the armored 
cruisers West Virginia, Captain John B. Milton; Color- 
ado, Capt. Sidney A. Staunton; Maryland, Capt. Chaun- 
cey Thomas, and the Pennsylvania, Capt. Aaron Ward, 
which stopped at Yokohama for coal, sailed Aug. 22 for 
the west coast of the United States via Honolulu. The 
stay of the squadron for six days at Yokohama was of 
the pleasantest description, and the Japanese treated 
officers and men ashore in the most friendly manner. The 
men were given the usual shore leave, devoting their time 
to sightseeing in Yokohama and Tokio. There were base- 
ball contests with Japanese college teams, and the frater- 
nization was complete and there was no undue incident 
to mar. the visit. 

F. S. Curtis, of Ohio, has been appointed chief clerk 
of the Navy Department to succeed the late B. F. Peters. 
Mr. Curtis was appointed assistant chief clerk after a 
civil service examination in 1891. 

Contracts were signed at the Navy Department Aug. 
21 with the Bethlehem and Carnegie Steel companies 
for the delivery of 7,217 tons of steel armor plates and 
appurtenances for the two new battleships of 20,000 tons 
each, of the Delaware class, to be constructed respective- 
ly by the Newport News Shipbuilding Company and the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company. The prices ranged 
from $520 a ton for class A, to $400 a ton for classes B, 
C and D. 

Rear Admiral Brownson, U.S.N., acting Secretary of 
the Navy, approved the findings of the court-martial, on 
Aug. 19, in the case of Chaplain Harry W. Jones, U.S.N., 
who was tried at Norfolk before a G.C.M.. on charges of 
issuing worthless checks and falsehood. He was found 
guilty and sentenced to dismissal from the Navy. Ad- 
miral Brownson approved the verdict. Chaplain Jones 
has been in trouble with the Department for a long time. 
Numerous complaints have been received of his financial 
irregularities involving the alleged utterances of worth- 
less checks and the issuing of notes which were not hon- 
ored at maturity. The charges of conduct prejudicial to 
geod morals involved seventeen specifications. The Chap- 
lain was put through a severe examination by the Judge 
Advocate, and in several cases pleaded guilty. Chaplain 
Jones appeared in the corporation court at Norfolk, Va., 
Aug. 21 and gave $500 bond, with W. E. Bohart, proprie- 
tor of a café, and J. J. Foster, manager of a piano com- 
pany, as sureties for his appearance at the October 
term of court for trial under the indictment charging 
grand larceny in uttering a check which he had no funds 
to meet. President Roosevelt on Aug. 22,-signed the or- 
der dismissing Chaplain Jones. 


A’sea trial of the engines of the US.S. Vermont will 
commence on Sept. 8, and the battery of the vessel will 
also undergo a test. The final trial of the U.S.S. Kansas 
will commence on Oct. 5. : 


The old wooden sloop of war Saratoga was stricken 
from the official list of naval vessels on Aug. 17 and 
ordered to be sold. She was built at the navy yard at 
Kittery, Me., in 1842, was ship rigged and carried twenty 
guns. She is 147 1-2 feet long, of 36 feet 1 inch beam, 
and has a displacement of 1,025 tons. 

The U.S.S. Intrepid was placed in commission at the 
Training Station, San Francisco, Cal., on Aug. 16, 1907, 
for the purpose of training apprentice seamen at that 
station. 

The submarine boat Viper completed its four days’ sea 
trial on Aug. 20 when it returned to Newport, R.I. 
sea trial of the Viper, and also of the topus, Cuttle- 
fish and Tarartula, has been found to be aqoending 
specifications, it is said, and the boats have shown ir 
ability to do all the trial board expected of them and a lit- 
tle more, too. During the time the Viper was at sea her 
crew was entirely self-supporting, no communication what- 
ever being held with the tender or convoy. The men a 
pared their meals and ate and‘slept aboard. She made a 
continuous trial of ninety-six hours, the longest on record 
for any submarine in American waters. In rough weather 
and during the night the boat was sealed, so that although 
she was awash the conditions within were just the same 
as if she had been submerged. Most of the time was spent 
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in the rough waters of Menemsha Light, off Gay Head. 
She went under water for six hours at top speed. Then 
she came to the surface and, running under her gasolene 
engines, recharged her batteries, 

According to the Boston Transcript two of the men 
who were injured by the explosion on board the battle- 
ship Georgia about six weeks ago have been discharged 
from the Naval Hospital at Chelsea as entirely re- 
covered and will return at once to their former posts of 
duty on the same ship. Usually the men who are treated 
at the hospital are sent to the receiving ship Wabash at 
the Charlestown Navy Yard as soon as they are dis- 
charged, and there await assignment to some ship which 
may be in need of men. In this case, however, Captain 
McCrea made a special request for his old men to come 
back to him, and the request has been honored. The two 
men who will return to the Georgia now are Charles 
Hansell, a gunner’s mate, and Charles L. Eich, ordinary 
seaman. The others of the surviving injured are still 
under treatment at the hospital, and all are expected to 
recover, although it will take a long time for some of them 
to get well, and two or three of them probably never will 
be able to serve their country again. For these a purse 
of $2,500 has been subscribed by officers and men on board 
the Georgia, and on the Virginia, New Jersey and Rhode 
Island, which were in the same division of the Atlantic 
Fleet as the Georgia. 

The Bureau of Equipment expects to have in operation 
in the near future a time-ball service at Key West, Fla. 
The time-ball will be visible several miles at sea. 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts of the Navy 
Department has issued a memorandum circular, No. 77, 
giving decisions of the Comptroller of the Treasury 
Department, and a circular, No. 52, providing a new 
system of receipts and various notes and instructions to 
disbursing officers; also an index of memoranda and 
circulars issued during the year. 

The Board of Inspection and Survey, which accom- 
panied the U.S. cruiser Tennessee on her speed and gun 
trial from Hampton Roads, Va., to Newport, R. IL, in 
a brief telegraphic report to the Navy Department, said: 
“The Tennessee. arrived, Newport, six o’clock p.m., Aug. 
18, having completed gun and steam trials; speed four 
hours, forced draught, 20.82 knots; eight hours, natural 
draught, 18.04 knots; gun trial satisfactory: no damage 
requiring navy yard work.” George Lee White, a coal 
passer, dropped dead on the Tennessee Aug. 18, while that 
vessel was going into port at Newport. 

According to the present schedule, the trial of the 
U.S.S8. California will be held on Jan. 20, next. 


A hundred skilled workmen have been dismissed from 
the New York Navy Yard within the last few days, and 
it is expected that many more will be discharged for 
lack of work before the close of the current month. 

The U.S. tug Pawnee, on board of which was a lot of 
ammunition, caught fire at the navy yard, New York, 
Aug. 18, and before the fire was extinguished damage 
to the amount of $5,000 was done to. the Pawnee, and 
almost the entire cargo of ammunition had been dumped 
into the water to prevent the explosion that impended. 
As soon as the fire was discovered some 200 marines and 
bluejackets assembled, with Captain Adams in command, 
and fought the fire. They boarded the burning Pawnee 
and dragged the big, hermetically sealed tin cases to the 
deck, throwing them overboard from the offshore rail. It 
is thought a superheated boiler caused the fire. Harry 
Dreyfus, a marine, entered the boiler room and shut off 
valves from which clouds of scalding steam were pour- 
ing. The ammunition was contained in ninety-eight cases. 
Much of it will be saved. 

The United States Civil Service Commission announces 
an examination on Sept. 18, to fill the vacancy in the po- 
sition of nautical expert, at $1,000 per annum, in the 
Hydrographic Office of the Navy Department, and simi- 
lar vacancies as they may occur. No eligibles were ob- 
tained as the result of the examination held on July 3, 
for this position. Applications will not be accepted from 
persons who have not attended for at least two years a 
nautical school of no less a grade than the schools main- 
tained upon the schoolships of the States of Massachu- 
setts, New York, and Pennsylvania, or who have not serv- 
ed for at least three years on board vessels navigating 
either the great lakes or the ocean. Age limit, 20 years 
or over on the date of the examination. Applicants 
should apply to the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission, Washington, D.C., for full information. 


The Pennsylvania Bridge Company, of Beaver Falls, 
Pa., was the lowest bidder for the construction of a large 
coaling wharf at San Diego, Cal., for the use of the Pa- 
cific Fleet while at maneuvers and target practice in 
Southern waters. The work will cost between $200,000 
and $250,000. The bid of the Pennsylvania Bridge Com- 
pany was $235,400. It is believed that the wharf can 
be completed in nine months. 


The G.C.M. for the trial of Capt. Herbert J. Hirshin- 
ger, U.S.M.C., began at the navy yard, New York, Aug. 
21, and continued on Aug. 22. The court was composed of 
the following officers: Ccel. Allan C. Kelton, president ; 
Lieut. Col. George Barnett, Lieut. Col. Charles A. Doy- 
en, Major Thomas C. Treadwell], Captain David D. Por- 
ter, and Capt. W. H. Clifford, judge advocate. Captain 
Hirshinger is charged with neglect of duty and culpable 
unfitness in the performance of duty. When he was on 
duty at the Brooklyn yaré last spring he had charge of 
a storehouse from which clothing is distributed. When 
he was detached and sent to Cuba in May he turned over 
his accounts to Captain Arthur J. Matthews, U.S.M.C., 
who found that Quartermaster Sergeant Grogan, who 
had been directly responsible to Captain Hirshinger for 
the clothing, had deserted, and that $3,000 worth of 
goods, including eight hundred pairs of shoes, were miss- 
ing. Grogan, who had served in the Navy for many 
years and was well thought of, has not been found. At 
a.court of inquiry held soon after the discovery that the 
clothing was missing, Captain Hirshinger was exonerated, 
but the Navy Department disapproved the finding of the 
ecurt and ordered the court-martial. Captain Hirshinger 
was represented by G. H. Mann, his private counsel, and 
pleaded not guilty to each of the charges and specifications. 
Col. Paul St. C. Murphy and Capt. Arthur J. Mat- 
thews, U.S.M.C., witnesses for the prosecution, told of 
the routine work of the quartermaster and said that the 
office was a busy one, as the quartermaster also acted 
as purchasing agent for the supplies that were sent to 
Cuba and Panama, as well as looking after the local 
barracks. They said that the captain in charge had to 
be away from the clothing department so much that it 
had become necessary to give the keys to a substitute. 
Private Henderson, of the Marine Corps, testified that 
Hirshinger did not count the shoes and socks as the law 
he made an inventory. Colonel Kelton 
testified as to the good reputation of Sergeant Grogan, 
a deserter, and said that he had been trusted’a great deal 
by the officers. He also told £? ress of work in the 
department. Lieutenant Col. T. C. Prince testified that 


the post in New York was about the most important in 
the country. No evidence of wilful neglect on the part 

of Captain Hirshinger was introduced, and it was simply

G.O. 51, JULY 19, 1907, NAVY DEPT. 

As soon as practicable, the accounts of all torpedo vessels 
and vessels not having a pay officer on board, other than yard 
craft or those regularly attached to a yard or station, will be 
carried by pay officers stationed at either the navy yard, Nor- 
folk, Va., the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., or the naval sta- 
tion, Cavite. Purchases for these vessels or issues of money 
or clothing to them, when not at the station to which the pay 
officer having their accounts is assigned, will be made on order 
of the senior officer present by any pay officer, who will ac- 
count for all such expenditures as may be directed. Any 
transfer of funds between pay officers necessarily involved in 
making payments to officers and men of these vessels is au- 
thorized. 

The commanding officers of such vessels will be furnished 
with a memorandum record of the accounts of the crew for 
presentation to any pay officer designated, on which issues of 
money or clothing may be based. All entries shall be made 
by pay officers, except that the commanding officer shall be re- 
sponsible for the entry of data affecting the accounts (changes 
in rating, absences, miscellaneous checkages, etc.), resulting 
from his orders or from transfers to the ship during the quar- 
ter which cannot be entered at the time of occurrence by the 
proper pay officer.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Aug. 21, 1907.

THE FREE STATE OF JONES. 

“We have a county down in my state,” 
said R. C. Cromer, of Mississippi, “that 
is known as the ‘Free State of Jones.’ 

“It got this curious title from the con- 
duct of the citizens during the Civil War. 


A great many of the people were opposed 
to secession and did not wish to fight in 
the Confederate army, though they had no 
love for the Northerners. They only want- 
ed to be let alone. In pursuance of this 
policy they held a big mass meeting at 
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the Union. On this hypothesis the inhabi- 
tants of Jones county formally declared 
themselves a free and independent com- 
monwealth, owing no allegiance to any out- 
side power, and strictly neutral as to the 
belligerents in the field. 

“What the state of Mississippi did to 
these ambitious founders of a new sover- 
eignty is a matter of history. A force of 
armed men was sent to the Free State of 
Jones which utterly ignored the high 
sounding resolutions referred to and ar- 
rested a big bunch of the rebellious na- 
tives. My recollection is that not more 
than thirty were hanged, but at least that 
many paid the penalty of trying to secede 
from the state, which in this act of coer- 
cion seems to have acted with a certain 
amount of grim inconsistency.”—Washing- 
ton Herald.
